RESTORED BY ENRIGHT 


Commissioner Adds 600 Men to 
Active Duty by Re-establishing 
the Nine-Squad Patrol Plan. 


In an effort to cope with the abnor- 
mal incredge in crime Police Commis- 
sioner Enright yesterday abolished the 
ten-squad ‘police patrol system | estab- 
lished Oct. 1, 1918, and restored the old 
nine-squad system employed by Arthur 
Woods. 

Under the ten-squad system the men 
got a day-off every six days, wheteas 
under the nine-squad system they 
worked nine consecutive days without a 
day off. In establishing the ten-squad 
system Mr. Enright said it would de- 
crease the effective patrol force by 300 
men. Chief \Inspector Lahey said the 
restoration of the nine-squad system 
would increase the active patrol force 


by approximately 600 men.

bean ofl, cocoanut oil and peanut oil, 
each 20 cents per gallon; potatoes, 25 
eents per bushel; onions, 40 cents per 
bushel; long staple cotton, 7 cents per

It is understood that there will be an- 
other classification for ‘‘ scoured”’’ or 
finér wool, which may equal 35 to 40 
cents per pound.

HARDING FAVORABLY 


Thinks Our Policy for Next Four 
Years Will Be Complete 
Political Isolation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — Count 
Johanh von Bernstorff, former German 
Ambassafor t6 thé» United States, who 
is now President of the Gérman League 
of Nations Society, has been telling his 
people about political conditions in 
America and advising them to enter into 
tofdial relations with this country.

N. Y. Women to Be Eligible for-All Juries, 





Under Bill to Be Submitted to Legislature 


The question of amending the law to 
permit ‘women to sit as jurors: in this 


State was discussed ‘yesterday at a con- 
ference attended by Sheriff Knott, Com- 
missioner of Jurors Frederick Byrne and 
Mrs. Pauline C. Field, attorney and 
President of the Criminal Bar Associa- 
tion. “It was decided to submit a Dill 
to the Legislature in January amend- 
ing the law to make womien eligible for 
service on all juries as they already: are 
in New Jersey. : 

The section of the judiciary law re- 
lating. to the qualifications of jurors 
now provides ‘that the juror must be a 
‘male citizen of the United States.’’ 
The amending’ bill drawn up by Mrs. 
Field. and approved by Commissioner 
Byrne eliminates the word “ male. 

In a statement issued yesterday con- 
cerning the. conference it was said.that 
the pu e is not merely to gratify 
women by giv them further share in 
the -affairs of vernment. and justice, 
because under the law women will be 





obliged: to serve. just as men are now.

B. R. T. ANNOUNCES 
‘MORE HIGH FARES 


Files Schedules Providing Dou- 
ble Payments and No Trans- 
fers on Several Lines. 


TO TAKE EFFECT JAN. 14 


Public Service Commission Expected 
to Suspend Order and Force 
Appeal to Courts. 


New schedules filed with the Public 
Service Commission by the surface 
lines of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit and 
the Brooklyn City Railroad Companies 
increase the fares for long riders by 
eliminating transfers or by restricting 
the single-fare zones. This action is 
based on the decision of the Appellate 
Division that the Flatbush Avenue line 
has the right to charge a double fare. 
The decision followed the disorder 
which attended the effort of the Brook- 
lyn City Company to charge two fares 
for a through trip. ‘ 

The Public Service Commission. re- 
strained the company from making. the 
double charge afid the compdny, appeal- 
ing to the courts, won the fight.

: THE PILGRIMS. 


The May-flower, as the ship is called 
in the Colonial records, where the name 
first appears in. 1623, “loosed from 
Plymouth ” Wednesday, Sept. 6, 1620, old 
style; Sept. 16, new style. She should 
have been accompanied by the Speed- 
well, of seventy-five tons. The Speed- 
well was overmasted in Holland. Her 
captain, finding it out, put on all possi- 
ble sail to strain her. He thought that. 
the Mayflower, a giant of 180 tons, 
would have better-luck than the smaller 
craft and be better provisioned. So the 
Speedwell leaked and had to be mended, 
put to sea and went back, and finally 
was decided to be tod weak to make the 
voyage. The Mayflower and Speedwell 
should and might have left Southampton 
some time in August and they might 
have arrived at the Hudson in late Sep- 
tember or early October. 

It was the Hudson that the Separatists 
from Holland séught. Experiments at 
colonization on the New England coast 
had been unfortunate. That coast and 

country were regarded as a “ hideous 
“‘and desolate wilderness full of wild 

“beasts: and wild men.” The Indian 
medicine men were thought to have laid: 
@ curse upon it. The Separatists had 
negotiated with the Dutch Government. 
They sought a region where they would 
have neighbors, though they afterward 
found the Dutch of New York too near. 
Their patent, never used, from the Vir- 
ginia Company, then ° tottering into 
bankruptcy, was for the northern parts 
of Virginia. Their narratives show them 








seeking the Hudson, which they thought | « 


was thirty milés from Cape Cod. « It was 
the Cape Cod shoals, and not any wicked- 
ness on the part of Captain Jongs of the 
Mayflower, - sometimes confused with 
JONEs the pirate, that prevented them 
from reaching their goal. 

Of the Separatists from Holland and 
miscellaneous persons, some of them un- 
congénial, picked up in the English ports, 
who sailed on the Mayflower, there were 
102. WiLLiAM BUTTEN died and OcEANUS 
Hopkins, .gloriously named, was born. 
So there were 102 still when the May- 
flower made her first ‘anchorage in Cape 
Cod Harbor on Nov. 11. Some time in 
early “December PEREGRINE | (Pilgrim) 
WHITE. was born, so that 103 persons 
“landed ” in New England. 

With a few exceptions, such as CARVER, 
WINSLOW, BRADFORD, BREWsTeER, the 
Mayflower’s passengers were mostly 
humble folk. That may help to explain 
why the theocratic and aristocratic tra- 

_ dition, so strong in the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony, scarcely obtained in Plym- 
outh, which was more democratic. One 
knows not how many millions of Amer- 
jeans, in the long procession,of marriu.ges 
atid intermarriages and ancestors of 300 
years, plant their genealogical tree on 
Plymouth Rock. It is an honorable pride 


to be-sprung from such a stock, but we. 


must. never forget that the Mayflower 
Was essentially a plebeian boat. ; 
Passengers in. the little ships ‘of those 
days had trouble enough even’ if the 
weather was on its good behavior. The 
Mayflower, Govertior Braprorp tells us, 
“met with manhy’fierce* storms; with 
“which the ship was shrewdly shaken 
“and our upper works made very 
“leaky,” and one of the main beams 
buckled. The Pilgrims were “ afflicted 
with ‘seasickness.” They were also af- 
flicted with a “ proud and very profane ” 
young sailor who srieered at them in 
their sickness, cursed ‘them daily with

“ good ears of corn, some yellow, some 
“red and others mixed with blue.” This 
was a godsénd to them and was kept 
for seed. FRANcis BILLINGTON, grandson 
of JoHN, hanged for murder in 1630, 
shot off squibs and a fowling-piece near 
a barrel of powder. The Mayflower, “ by 
Gob’s mercy,” escaped being burned to 
amuse this little Pilgrim boy. On Dec. 
11 (21) they sounded the harbor of Plym- 
outh, and marched into the land. This 
is Forefathers’ Day, though almost any 
other day would have done .as well.

The Mayflower.Compact was the ‘be- 
ginning of representative self-govern- 
ment ‘in New England. The body of 
freemen elected their own officers. The 
time of universal suffrage was long dis- 
tant, But. the democratic _ principle, 
capable of growth, was the foundation 
of. the Plymouth institutions. The ex- 
isting body of freemen chose what mem- 
bers should be added to it. While church 
membership was not necessary, as in 
Massachusetts Bay, persons of godly 
conversation were usually chosen. The 
chief officials were the Governor and 
assistants. First the whole body of 
freemen, then, as new settlements were 
formed, Deputies of each town served as 
a Legislature, though the Deputies were 
not‘ originally a co-ordinate branch. Any 
freeman of any town was eligible to be 
a Deputy f any other. The first 
Colonial body of statutes was formed 
according to the general principles of 
jurisprudence, suited to the practical 
needs of the colony rather than imitated 
from the English precedents. The voters 
of each town, managing their own af- 
fairs through officers‘selected in annual 
town meetings which discussed and de- 
termined the appropriations for the next 
year, practiced the ore unassailable form 
of direct’ democracy. 

In 1648, when Plymouth Colony had 
about 3,000 inhabitants, it joined Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut. and New Haven 
in-a league too often forgotten, in which 
lay a significant prophecy of the future, 
the United Colonies of New England. 
They retained their internal indepen- 


- dence, bound themselves to raise money, 


supplies and armies according to their 
population, formed “a firm and perpet- 
“ual leagye of friendship and amity for 
“offense and defense, mutual advice and 
“succor for all just occasions.” The 
fear of external enemies, of the Dutch, 
the Indians, the growing perception of 4 
solidarity of interest, were to bring 
about the consolidation of Connecticut 
and New Haven; and Plymouth was con- 
solidated with Massachusetts in 1691, 
Thus the seventeenth century in New 
England was gradually shaping the com- 
pact enlarged State of the future and the 
future Confederation and United States. 

Religious tolerance was comprehensi- 
ble by only a few persons in that age. 
Just as thé Huguenots, while enjoying 
toleration under the Edict. of Nantes, 
were unwilling to tolerate the Catholic 
religion in Béarn, $0 the Pilgrims did 
not include in the freedom which they 
sought for their own religion the free- 


‘dom of religious beliefs and practices 


opposed to their own. They disfran- 
chised and banished the Quakers, they 
seized their books, fined them for going 
to their meetings, fined persons that har- 
bored them—fined them, set them in the 
stocks, imprisoned them, whipped them. 
If they put no Quakers to death, that was 
presumably because the more. violent 
manifestants went to the larger colony, 
where the stage was larger and their en- 
emies were more numerous. By the Plym- 
outh code of 1636 “ Solemn Compaction 
“or conversing with the devil by way of 
“witchcraft, conjuracion or the like” 
was a capital offense. The Pilgrims be- 
lieved in witchcraft, as almost everybody 
else did in their day, and a large part of 
the world still believes. Not till the last 
century were the curious. pathological 
and psychological states loosely grouped 
as witchcraft. made intelligible. The 


‘Pilgrims put nobody to death for witch- 


craft, however. Possibly they were less 
under clerical influence than their Bos- 
ton neighbors, and they were fortunate 
in possessing ho MATHERS. Our own age, 
steeped in credulities, superstitions, 
racial and religious, bigotries, should be 
the last to rebuke the New Englanders 
of the seventeenth .century. 

The “timber fort, both strong and 
comely,” was the first meeting house. 
Those early meeting houses of logs 
stopped with clay were military as well 
as ecclesiastical. Often the powder was 
stored in them. In Hanover it was kept 
in a steeple. In the rude early times ‘the 
heads of wolves grinned from the side of 
church doors and windows, and the logs 
were red with their blbod.- Every man 
went to church armed. Armed sentinels 
sat near the door. The men sat at the 
end of the bench or pew “on the aisle,” 
so that they would be ready in case of 
Indian visitors. For the same reason 
the men went out before the women. 
Deadly cold in Winter, even when foot- 
stoves were allowed, were those rude 
meeting houses; glaring hot in Summer. 
In time pews with hinged seats to lean 
against during the interminable “ long 
prayer” came in. How the Pilgrim boys 
used to love to bang those seats down! 
The little limbs of Satan were often con- 
demned to sit on the pulpit or the gallery 
stairs, where they were a constant terror 
to their enemy, the Tythingman, who 
was busy enough besides in waking up 
the snorers and driving out the dogs. 
Then there was the sounding board, held 


‘intheaven over the pulpit by an iron rod 


thirty feet long. or so. Sunday in and 
Sunday out those small sons of Belial 


‘| watched the sounding board in the 


awful-guilty hope that it would fall. As 


| i,t nin, weet they rout 
rumbooze, rumbullion, ram, aff 
ly known as “killdevil.” One can 
smell the red-hot. iron. regained 


“home made,” Jamaica rum and sugar. 
A modern Massachusetts auctioneer pre- 
served the great tradition, which per- 
haps has not died with him. A sober 
folk, but hard-headed, the Pilgrims. 
They had -more intellectual pleasures. 
The number of books among them was 
remarkable. In some cases an eighth or 
even a fourth of a man’s estate was in 
books. WitLiAM BREWSTER had 400, of 
which sixty-two were in Latin. Early 
marriage was common and encouraged, 
as in all such settlements. An ordinance 
of the town of Eastham in 1685 provided 
that “ every unmarried man in the town- 
‘“ghip shall kill six blackbirds or three 
“crows while he remains single; as a 
“penalty for not doing it he shall not 
“be married until he obey this order.” 
It has been said that Pilgrim men, like 
French girls, married to be free. Of 
good example to our looser times was the 
exertion by parents—not: then a sub- 
ordinate race—of authority over. their 
children. Thus we find JONATHAN 
Coventry of Plymovth' prosecuted for 
proposing to KATHARINE DuDLEY without 
her parents’’consent. Young girls were 
not to be “inveigled” into thoughtless 
marriages. Governor PRINCE of Plym- 
outh carried parental authority a little 
too far. In 1660 he brought suit against 
ARTHUR HOWLAND for.“ disorderly and 
“unrighteously endeavoring to gain the 
“affections of Mistress ELIZABETH 
“ PRINCE.” ARTHUR paid his fine of five 
pounds, of five more in 1667. One is glad 
to know that ELIZABETH stuck to him and 
married him. If father consented, he 
couldn’t revoke without good cause, and 
the once authorized suitor could sue him. 
Beloved of many Old Colony store 
loungers is the legendary Romeo who 
sued the father of his beloved for loss 
of time in courting her. 

If we dwell on some of these lighter 
aspects, it is because the Pilgrims are 
too often misrepresented as solemn prigs 
and fanatics. Their descendants on .the 
same soil must have inherited from them 
their dry, ironic humor as well as their 
individualism, independence and _ public 
spirit. In the seventeenth century about 
the best a farmer or fisherman could 
hope to do was to make a living. For a 
hundred years or more most New Eng- 
landers of whatever colony breakfasted 
and supped on “ boiled Indian meal an#® 
“milk or on. porridge or broth made of 
“peas or beans and seasoned by being 
“boiled: with salted beef or pork ”; 
latter the cheapest meat; combined witn 
beans, the cheapest vegetable, it made a 
dish which recalls those frugal times. 
The Pilgrims lived hardy lives. They 
never neglected military training: They 
were equal to their duties as citizens. 
Their political thought. and action were 
clear. It is for us who eat of the fat 
and drink of the sweet to remember these 
pioneers, these establishers of ordered 
freedom and self-government. They 
were not alone in establishing them, but 
as Forefathers’ Day draws near it is 
right to commemorate these men and 
women who rank in Bacon’s first cat- 
egory of greatness, among the “ founders 
of empire.” ‘Their descendants and the 
descendants of men of other strains 
carried to the ultimate frontier, careless 
of hardship and death, the principles of 
American polity and liberty and civiliza- 
tion. Hard workers and hard fighters, 
they well deserved the lasting remem- 
brance that is theirs. and so we “ leave 
them to their rest and their renown.” 








THE LEAGUE WORKS. 


The first meeting of the Assembly of 
the League of Nations came to a close 
at Geneva yesterday. In estimating its 
achievements, first place must be given 
to the mere fact of its emerging from 
these weeks of testing stronger and more 
promising than when it convened. When 
the Abbé Smyes was asked what he had 
done during the French Revolution, he 
replied: “I ‘Tived.” For the League to 
have lived, through the hostile criticism 
and cyniéal prophecies that dogged: it 
at Geneva, as well as the inherent diffi-

Thus the chief question left. over. by 
the League meeting is how long the 


‘United States will continue to halt be- 


tween two opinions. It is plainly just 
one thing that will cause the incoming 
Administration to hesitate. That is the 
apparent committal of the Republican 
Party during the last two years. If 
the proposal to join the League were to 
come up next March ‘as absolutely fresh, 
there can be no doubt what Senator 
Harpineg and his advisers would. do. 
They would hail it. They would bid the 
country. rejoice at its great opportunity. 
But. now the shadow of the Senate de- 
bates ‘and of the campaign speeches 
hangs over the party leaders. They fear 
that they will be charged with inconsis- 
tency. Their own words may be used to 
taunt them. Hence their present_anxiety 
to find some alternative, some new or- 
ganization—at least some new names for 
old things—in order to avoid accepting 
what the rest of the world has accepted. 

All this fumbling and wriggling are 
unnecessary. The Republicans can go 
into the League with every precaution 
taken to save their faces. They can 
join on their own terms. This had be- 
fore been made abundantly clear; it was 
put beyond doubt by the speeches and 
committee reports at Geneva. The 
League holds out its arms to the United 
States. It works as best it can without 
us, but it needs and implores our assist- 
ance. How long is America going to 
deny its own? . How long shall we make 
the League wait for us? 








A CHEERING FORECAST. 


The interview with Mr. BERNARD 
BakucH published in today’s Times is 
notable both for its source and its sub- 
stance. No one has enjoyed a reputation 
superior to Mr. Barucn’s for sensing 
coming changes in the economic weather. 
His judgment on a given industrial or 
financial situation is based on long ex- 
perience and wide’ and minute observa- 
tion. So that when he gives it as his 
mature opinion that the worst of the de- 
pression is over, and that we may look 
for a gradual but steady improvement, it 
must be regarded as a cheerful sign of 
the times. 

Nor does Mx. Barucu fail to give the 
reasons for the faith that is in him. 
For them the reader must he referred to 
his own words. We merely remark, in 
general, that he thinks the point has 
been reached where the lower prices, 
which were inevitable, will lead to larger 
consumption and so stimulate produc- 
tion. Mr. BarucH would not see his 
problem so clearly as he does if he did 
not see it whole; and his survey of for- 
eign conditions, along with the inevitable 
connection between our markets and our 
customers abroad, involving the entire 
question of international credits, is really 
one of the most significant and hopeful 
parts of his interview. That it will be 
widely read goes without saying.

GO-OPERATIVES ASK: 
CONTROL OF AUSTRIA 


Think They Can Beat Govern-| 
ment in Feeding and Em- 
ploying the People. 


VIENNA CZECHS COMPLAIN 


Want Children Instructed in Native 
Tongue—Tchicherin Again 
Threatens Hungary. 


Failure by the Austrian Government 
to make material. headway in the task 
of feeding its 6,000,000 citizens and pro- 
viding them with useful and productive 
work was emphasized by a number of 
speakers at the second convention of the 
‘Austrian Consumers” Co-operatives held 
in Ling Nov. 13 and 14. If resolut’ons 
adopted by the convention a bold bid 
was made for. control of the business of 
feeding the people by the co-operatives, 
with the aid of the State and the labor 
organizations. Dr. Karl Renner, former 
Sotlalist Premier, was elected President 
of the co-operatives’ association in place 
fof Matthias Eldersch. 

The report read by Secretary Wilhelm 
showed that the. new association already 
embraced at the end of last year 141 co- 
operatives, of which 112 were consu- 
mers’ organizations, 17 building asso- 
ciations, 16 producing societies and 4 
credit associations. Data furnished by 
103. consuiers’ organizations, with a 
membership of 371,000, showed a turn- 
over of 573,000,000 crowns, an increase 
of 400 per cent. in a year, but a small 
part ef which was. to be attributed to 
the fall in the value of the crown. 

Fraterndl delegates from England. 
Germany, Italy, Sweden, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary attended the meeting, and 
promised to do their best to help the 
Austsian co-operators carry out their 
ambitious program, which included the 
establishing of manufacturing pants 
and the founding of a co-operative bank- 
‘ing institution.

FUND IS LAGGING 


Only $151,000 of the $500,000 


Promised by America Has 
Been Raised.

$500,000. for the restoration of the -li- 
brary of Louvain University -has been 

to date, although more than a 

has passed sincé the beginning 
of the campaign to raise the necessary 
funds. With Whitney Warren selected 
as architect and preliminary plans al- 
ready prepared for the erection of a 
new and splendid library, to replace 
the famous structure destroyed: by the 
‘Germans, the ‘university. authorities are 
beginning to wonder where the money 
is coming from for the avork.

toration of the University of Louvain. 


was formed, and an executive commit- 
tee headed Sy Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president. of Columbia University, 
started a>campaign to: raise the fund. 
Associated with him on the executive 
committee were Thomas W. Lamont, 
Alexander J. Hemphill, E. H. Outer- 
bridge and Herbert Putnam, Librarian 
of Congress. 

Cardinal’ Mercier, on his visit to 
America, told of the pressing need for 
a library at Louvain and in his ad- 
dress at Columbia, where he received 
the honorary degree of doctor of laws, 
ne wescribed the sack of Louvain as the 
greatest sorrow of his life. Leading 
members of the national committee, in- 
cluding Cardinal Gibbons, President A. 
T. Hadley of Yale,” President A. Law- 
rence Lowell of Harvard, Henry Watter- 
son, Melville E. Stone, Chief Justice 
Edward D.-White, Elihu Root, WilNem 
H..Taft,.

De- 
scribing how the wanton destruction of 
Louvain in 1914 shocked the civilized 
world, the appeal told“of the formation 
at Paris of an international committee 
for the reéstoratian of the university. 
The National Committee of the United 
States was oné of a number of national 
committees formed in various countries 
to ald in the work of restoration. To 
the American committee, the appeal re- 
minds the public, fell the task of build- 
ing the library. This tasK has not been 
completed.

If Inhabitants Vote Against 
Poland, They May Form 
a Federal State. 


REICHSTAG DEFENDS DEPUTY 


—___ 


Orders Release of Socialist Ar- 
rested in Munich for Vio- 
lent Speech. 


With the avowed object of inducing 
the inhabitants of Upper Silesia to vote 
in favor of remaining German in the 
February plebiscite, the German. Gov- 
ernment has. obtained the ratification by 
the Reichstag of an amehdment to the 
National Constitution providing -that 
within two months following the re- 
umption of authority by German offi- 
fals' in Upper Silesia the people be 
allowed to decide by referendum the 
question of having. Upper Silesid organ- 
iged as an independent State of ‘the re- 
public. 

During the bibainie on this law, previous 
to its passage on Nov. 25, the only op- 
position was Siaiaied by the German Na- 
tionalists, who were greatly -grieved at 
the idea of promoting any move which 
might lead to the eventual dismember- 
ment of Prussia as the leading political 
entity of the nation, and the Commun- 
ists, who cared nothing about autonomy 
on general principles. The other depu- 
ties agreed with Chancellor Fehrenbach, 
who pointed out the great propaganda 
value of such a move by the National 
Government’and voiced the hope: that 
the loyal Germans of Upper Silesia 
would resist the blandishments of the 
Poles and save the rich coal district so 
necessary to Germany's industrial life. 

Under the provisions of the new law, 
if the Silesians remain German and 
then vote for autonomy, the new State 
must be organized at once, without any 


further legislation. 


Following the arrest by the Munich po- 
lice on Nov. 30 of Hermann Remmele, | 
an Independent Socialist Deputy to the 
Reichstag, on a charge of having incited 
to class warfare by a speech in which 
he had told a meeting of extreme Secial- 
ists that there was no occasion to weep | 
over the, imminent disarmament in Ea- 
varia, as the-prolctariat would free it- 
self with the arms turned over, the 
Heichstag passed a resolution demanding 
his immeuiate release.

LAW TEACHING. HERE 


Leon Duguit Compares Methods | 
of Schools in France and 
United States. 





-|4ecturer at Columbia Surprised d 
‘That University Exctudes Wo- -- 
men From Law Courses. 


Duguit, Dean of the Law Fac- 
ulty: of the Université de Bordeaux, .at- 
present lecturing at Columbia on com- 
parative ch and American consti- 
tutiorial. development since the year 
1789, expressed to a New Yor«e T1MEs 
reporter yesterday the deep impression 
made upon him by what he character- 
ized. as the wonderful organization of} 
the university. He dwelt particularly 
‘on the previsions made for the physical 


000 | well-being of students. He also thinks

That 
decrease resulted wholly from reduction 
of reserve credits at the Federal. Bank; 
and it occurred in spite of $115,500,000 
expansion of their loan account. But 
the increase in loans was entirely based 
on an increase during the week of $159,- 
600,000 in Government deposits, against 
which no reserve has to be kept. Those 
deposits naturally represent the leaving 
of tax-collection funds temporarily with 
the banks, by which means the bank’ 
borrowings incident to such payments 
were easily provided for. 

Afl the circumstances considered, the 
character of these bank statements at 
the weck-end is proof of an extremely 
sound banking position, and it gives 
promise for a smooth passage through 
the fortnight of large trade settlements 
which is immediately ahead of us. The 
bank figures were not published. until 
after the Stock Hxchange was closed 
and the day’s market had again taken a 
downward course. Net declines in some 
of the industrial stocks ran as high as 
2 to 4 points, the weakest of them, clos- 
ing at or near the lowest. Even’ with 
the industrial group, however, the move- 
ment was highly irregular, with slight 
declines in some of them and net gains 
in a very few. Railway shares lost 
ground with the industrials, 

The striking fact about “yesterday’s 
market was the absence of the familiar 
‘* week-end covering of shorts ’’ after so 
persistent a fall in prices. The recovery 
of Tuesday after the previous day’s 
decline, and with exceptionally large 
transactions on both days, has been fol- 
lowed by so continuous a fall that com- 
parison of Saturday’s final prices with 
those of a week before show net: losses 
ranging all the way from 1 to 9 points 
in active shares, the number of 2-point 
or 4-point declines being large. Indus- 
trial stocks have been in the forefront 
of weakness, but active railway shares 
also are 1 to 3 poirits lower.’ The week's 
bond market does not show quite the 
same uniformity of movement; @ con- 
siderable proportion of investment bonds 
have gained ground during the week, 
But against these/ scattered cases of 
| improvement are ‘many losses running 
‘from 1 to 4 points, and bonds of com- 
| panies in high standing are now selling 
5 to 10 per cent. below the high prices 
of last month. This is a situation which

One of the heaviest expense items 
which must be reduced if the roads are 
to” show 6 per cent, earned on their 
aggregate value as prescribed in ‘the 
Transportation act is the cost of ‘the 
fuel they are using.

UROPE is no place now for the 
traveler who likes to move on 
schedule and insists on know- 
ing today what he is going to 
do tomorrow. Wait for at least an- 
other year if you wish to see things 
settled and in order. 

That is the usual advice given this 
year to the American who remem- 
bers pre-war delights of Europe and 
longs: to savor them again. It is 
sound advice, too, though it had the 
effect of hurrying one traveler over 
to see what was to be seen before the 
promised return to normal should 
take place. I need not have hurried. 
It will take more than another year 
_for the settling-down process to be- 
gin. And no one now living will 
ever see the Europe he saw in 1913. 

But to one whose human curiosity 
is stronger than his love of order or 
comfort, this unsettled, uncertain, 
dazed and staggering Europe is a 
thousand times more interesting than 
it ever was before. It is a thousand 
times more challenging to the stu- 
dent of his kind than it was during 
the war. Ali national reactions to 
the trumpet call to arms are about 
. the same. All peoples rise alike to 
great ..emergencies as concrete and 
easily recognizable as a summons to 
war. The human response to su- 
preme demands for heroism and sac- 
rifice are pretty easily predictable 
everywhere. ’ 

But afterward? In that dead 
slump that comes when you count 
your losses and face your debts, 
when the cheering and the tumult 
dies and the high mood passes, when 
you go back to the defended fire- 
side. and find ft fuelless, when you 
see the roof leaking and the plaster 
falling and the cupboard empty in 
the home you fought for—if it’s there 
at all—that is the real hour of crisis 
and of revelation. In the temper in 
which exhausted peoples meet the 
crushing demands of reconstruction 
lies the final test of human courage 
and capacity. 

I came to Europe with no other 
purpose than to see how it was bear- 
ing the burdens of the dubious peace 
that followed a still incredible war. 
I wanted to see how peace was op- 
erating, not in Senates and confer- 
ences—it was easy to read in riews- 
_ papers all. the official talk—but in 
the lives of the people. I came as 
a mere trayeler to gain no more than 
a traveler's casual impression. Such 


photograph, sharp and unqualified, 
as against the value of a painting, 
softened, modulated, blurred by the 
painter’s personality. I have been in 
Italy for a month, long enough to 
be alittle bewildered now by the 
contrasts, contradictions and para- 
doxes that make so fascinating!)

VERYBODY that’s - anybody 
gets an investigation these 
days, -whether they build 

* houses or handle campai 
funds or fight wars. And now it’s 
the turn of a special group of fighters 
to ‘‘get theirs "' the turn of our ani- 
mal allies of the great war. 

The Kdneational Department of the 

*Museum of Natural History has 
sent out a committee of one, a horse- 
wise, dog-wise man, Ernest Harold 
Baynes, to find out what part ani- 
mals really played in winning the 
war. For a year Baynes has toured 
the various fronts. For a year he 
has consulted with high military au- 
thprities and With low military au- 
thorities—and now this is his report: 
Animals did not* win the war—but 
the war could not have been won 
_ without them. 

He will tell their story tomorrow 
evening at the Lexington Avenue 
Opera House, where he speaks under 
the auspices of the American Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. 

Animals did not stop the Germans 
in 1914—but—— 

The British and French cavalry 
were retreating. Whole armies were 
retreating. The horses were weary, 
as only flesh éan be weary—as weary 
as the men who rode them. Yet on 
rode the French cavalry. The horses’ 
bloodshot eyes almost started out of 
their heads. Their sides were caked 
with sweat and ‘blood. 

But the British cavalry did not cide 
on without pause. No matt:r what 
danger surrounded, no mccter what 
haste was needed, each British cav- 
alryman stopped ever. so many 
hours, removed his saddle and gave 
his horses rest and care. Some 
herses fell while they rested. Some 
riders fell by their sides. But the 
surviving horses moved on, rested. 
The story comes from a French cav- 
alry officer, high in command, to an 
American officer of equal rank: 

‘When we took off our saddles 
the horses’ skin tore off in great raw 
bleeding hunks. They were done 
for. Had our horses been as rested 
as the British, we could have turned 
at the Marne—could not merely have 
held the Germans, but have pursued 
and routed them. The war would 
have ended that day.” 

Sixteen million horses served in the 
World War-—and, of these, ten 
million were our Allies. “ It is said 
that In the Marth drive Germany 
used up a million horses,”’ goes on 
the story of the committee of one. 
** I] was not able to get that figure 
authenticated—but certain it is that,

_ But these are mere figures—grave 
statistics. Try a close-up. Not far 
from Verdun a small town held a 
very important position in the Allies’ 
line, It was garrisoned by a few 
hundred French soldiers, who had 
orders to hold out at all costs until 
they were relieved. The Germans 
Sticceeded in cufting them off from 
the rest of the army, and, just as 
their ammunition ran low, placed 3 
battery to their left, to pour deadly 
fire into the town. If the garrison 
could only let the French Army, now 
two miles away, know the position 
of that battery, they might yet hold 
the town! 

The telephones were destroyed. 
The last homing pigeon had _ been 
killed by a shell. All other means of 
communication were shut off. 

But with the garrison was a dog 
trainer named Duval. He had been 
sent from the dog school at Satory, 
with two messenger dogs, Rip and 
Satan. Rip had been killed in action, 
and Satan had been left with the 
French Army from which the gar- 
rison was now cut off. Duval and 
the dog had many times walked to- 
gether over the ground which now 
stretched between'them, and the 
trainer knew that, if a message 
could be brought, Satan could bring 
it. Again and again he looked over 
the shell-torn grownd, searching for 
Satan. And at last an hour came 
when he started forward with a loud 
cry. 
** Voila! Satan, Satan.’’ - 

His companions looked too, but ail 
they could see was a black speck 
moving toward them from a distance 
—until the black speck took the form 
of a dog, a black dog that seemed. 


them cried out that they could see 
his wings. But none of them but 
Duval believed he could get through 
the barrage fire alive. 

And it seemed they were right. “A 
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was a homing pigeon. Com- 
munication was re-established with 
the rest of the world. The message 
was intrusted in duplicate to the 
pigeons. One of them. got through, 
to silence the battery that saved the 
strategic town. : 

Such were the big moments of our 
animal soldiers—but most of the 
World War was not “ biz moments.’’ 

** War for the animais,”’ expiains 
Mr. Baynes, *‘ even as for the men, 
was a prosaic thing of work, a mat- 
ter of endurance. It was. not the 
wounds that caused most of the 
deaths of horses—yes, even though 
during those five years of-war men 
near the front were never out of the 
sight and the smell of a dead horse. 
It was the terrible physical exhaus- 
tion which made the horses the prey 
of disease. 

Picture the life of fearful labor of 
the transport horse—picture him 
even when officially ‘‘ resting,’’ 
waiting for the order to bring up 
ammunition. Under the camouflage 
shelter he stands in mud. To the 
horse and the mules, even as to the 
soldier in the trenches, war meant 
mud. Dragging first one foot out of 
its sucking clutch, only to sink in 
more -deeply with the others—then 
dragging again, all day and all night. 

Yet what scientific care of the 
horse could do, Engiand and Ger- 
many did do. England had learned 
her lesson in the Boer War of an un- 
prepared veterinary service. Ger- 
many had learned the lesson by 
watching England learn hers. Both 
were prepared. As for the messen- 
ger and- guard dog service, what 
forethought and prepuredness could 
do to perfect it, France and Germany 
had done. | 

And what of America, the com- 
mittee of one in asked. . 

“*According to the British authori- 
ties,’” .he replies gravely, “‘Amér- 
ica’s veterinary service was forty 
years behind the times. According 
to our own American civilian veteri- 
nary authorities, we were fifty years 
behind the times. As for a dog ser- 
vice, we hadn’t any.”” Suddeniy he 
smiles. ‘I saw a confidential. offi- 
cial French report which stated _that 
‘ Much care ‘must be taken to keep

could.’’ ‘ . 

At this point Mr.. Baynes clears 
up the difference between ‘* necessi- 


sities of war. With Allenhy the 
necessities were both camels and 
horses. Over 40,000 camels ‘were 
used in the transport alone. And 
with cavalry, as all men know, the 
Turks were finally beaten. 

** Pigeon and dog supplied the dra- 
matic moments of war—arriving just 
in time to be hero of the day. There 
are pigeons now who carry about 
their necks the Vroix de Guerre and 
even the decoration of the Legion 
of Honor.”* ; 

Yes, they fly honored, in spite of 
their ‘‘ pasts,’’ and even in this new 
era of Blue Laws when we must 
look into the pasts even of our 
heroes. , According to Blue Law 
standards, these pigeons have a dark 
record, having been bred by the mil- 
lion for the European gambling sport 
of pigeon racing. Moreover, since 
they’ve been demobilized they’ve 
gone back to their ‘‘ pasts.’’ They’re 
at it again, having found their ‘‘ old 
jobs ’’ more easily than some human 
soldiers. : 

The dogs have been demobilized, 
too, and have gone back home. But 
readjustments to the new order 
await tnem, too. Most of the dogs 
were privately owned, and had been 
enlisted from civilian life. Indeed, 
a trainer of England’s dog school 
in the New Forest tells of the min- 
gied resentment and delight with 
which volunteers were refused in 
the days of war, ‘‘.becatse of Jack 
of sufficient inteHigence.’’ 

“They made mie think of the 
mothers that give their sons.’

The chapter on " Russia, 
1789-1881 ’" is very good; and the 
analysis of the position of Great Brit- 
ain in foreign affairs will be inter- 
esting and stimuiating to young 
readers of modern history. In “* Al- 
liances and Ententes ’’ Dr. Turner 
tells us that in 1913 Austria-Hun- 
gary tried to get her partners in 
the Triple Alliance to join her in pro- 
ceeding against Serbia. But the 
Italian Government refused to con- 
sent, and the matter was dropped 
untii the next year. What actior 
Germany then took is not certain. 
He says, too, that during the con- 
ference of the powers at London, 
Germany acted with Great Britain in 
trying to settle peaceably the mat- 
ters at issue. ‘‘ Had she joined 
Great Britain in the next year as 
cordially, it is probable that the 
great war would have been avoided.’’ 

It is rather interesting to dream 
over the long, long thoughts of Rus- 
sia and France and Italy, if Germany 
had cordially supported Great Britain 
in 1914! When one remembers that 
Great Britain had announced no 
special policy in regard to the Bal- 
kans, in the early part of 1914, ex- 
cept that of watchful waiting, it is 
hard to see fully what this means.

There is, for example, no good me- 
moir of E. L. Davenport, and there 
are two elaborately enthusiastic ac- 
counts of the career of Richard 
Mansfield; and it is therefore prob- 
able that a historian of the Ameri- 
can. stage, writing fifty years from 
now, will be ipclined to overrate 
Mansfield, who was a hard and lim- 
ited actor of indisputable aspiration

Certainly Beerbohm Tree has no 
cause for complaint. He can securely 
rest his case on the volume for which 
his half-brother is responsible, and 
to which his-- wife and his three 
daughters have severally contributed 
their recollections. The family por- 
trayal is buttressed by seven sepa- 
rate tributes from friends and asso- 
ciates; and it is still further stiffened 
by thé inclusion of the sermon 
preached by the Bishop of Birming- 
ham at the memorial service and by 
the addresses delivered at the unveil- 
ing of a memorial tablet by Mr. As- 
quith and Lord Reading. What. more 
could any actor ask for? ‘Tree was 
a clever man, a very clever man in- 
deed, with many different kinds of 
cleverness; and.even he could not 
have compassed anything cleverer 
than this testimony to him as a man, 
as & manager, as a stage manager, 
as an actor, as a husband, as a father 
and as a half-brother.

Thus he became a 
familiar “and honored visitor to the 
Finally, Parson Blood sug- 
gested that a match might be ar- 
ranged between his (entirely imag- 
inary) nephew and Mr. Edwards's 
daughter. May 9, 19671, was set as 
the day on whi the fictitious 
nephew was to be introduced to his 
future wife. Seven A. M. was the 
strange hour chosen for the meeting. 

At- appointed hour Parson 
Blood, panied by thre® friends, 
presented himself at Mr. Ed- 
wards's door in the Martin Tower. 
They were cordially welcomed by Mr. 
Edwards. While awaiting the ar- 
rival of the ladies upon the scene, 
Parson Blood suggested to his friend 
the keeper that the interval might 
be filled in by showing his com- 
panions the crown jewels. The un- 
suspecting old keeper readily con- 
sented to the suggestion, and, un- 
locking the door of the treasure 
chamber, ushered in his guests. 
Here was exactly the situation tc 
which Blood had so craftily worked 
up! An ‘tsolated chamber, with 
three abledbodied men, fully armed, 
on one side and a feeble, unarmed 
man, nearly 80 years old, on the 
other: The ‘crown jewels of Eng- 
land the spoil of the victor in this 
unequal contest! Without wasting 
further ‘time, @the conspirators 


knocked Mr. Edwards on the head- 


with a wooden mallet, crammed the 


* Parliamentarians ordered the 








King’s State crown, in which was 
set the priceless ruby of the Black 
Prince; and the Royal Orb, into bags 
and fled. The royal sceptre they 
abandoned, ‘not having time to cut 
it into two portable halves with the 
file brought for that purpose. 

Except for an extraordinary coin- 
cidence the thieves would have got 
away with their spoils. But just at. 
this crucial moment Mr. Edwards's 
son, a soldier home on -leave from 
Flanders, appeared unexpectedly and 
unannounced upon the scene. As 
Blood and his accomplices were 
making off, without suspicious haste 
and with the jewels concealed under 
their dress, Mr. Edwards, whom they 
had left lying on the floor of the 
treasure chamber for dead, rushed 
out and shrieked, ‘‘ Treason! The 
crown is stolen!’’ This gave the 
alarm to the Tower sentries, but not 
before the conspirators had passed 
most of the barriers. When they 
saw that they were discovered, Blood 
and his companions tried to fight 
their way to liberty, but were over- 
powered in the end. One of the 
thieves, named Hunt, who was 
Blood’s son-in-law, managed. to get 
to horse outside the Tower gates, 
and might have escaped had he not 
hit his head dgaimst a pole sticking 
out from a laden wagon and been 
dismounted by the accident. 

In. flattening out the State crown 
to make it fit into the loot bag -the 
ruby of the Black Prince had been 
knocked. from its setting. Parrett, 
another of the raiders, had stuffed 
it in his pocket, where it was found 
when he was captured. 

This ruby, which is as large as a 
small bird’s egg, and which is\now 
set in the King’s State crown, be- 
longed in. 1367 to the King of Grena- 
da, who was slaughtered in cold 
blood by Don Pedro of Spain; who 
carried off the gem. Don Pedro gave 
it to the Black Prince in gratitude 
for the loan of some of the latter's 
troops. The stone does not reappear 
in history until the reign of Henry 
V. That monarch wore it in his hat 
when he went into the battle of 
Agincourt. Richard III., the hunch- 
back, when defeated by Henry 
Tudor, had the ruby in his crown, 
which he wore during the battle. 
When he fled in panic from the field 
he hid his crown in a bush where it 
was found by. an underling and used 
in the crowning of Henry VIL, 
which -took -place then ‘and there 
amid the dead and dying. When the

As it is, nearly 
thirty thousand immigrants are 
being handjed at Ellis Island every 
week. More are coming through the 
gates in one month now. than during 

» the entire war period.

The 
withered lips of a faded mother cling 
to those of her stalwart son back 
from the warm land that nurtured 
them both. An Americanized wife 
clutches rapturously at a husband 
home from the war. Ardent faces 
peer through the gratings that sepa- 
rate the waiting from the arriving. 
Sounds of recognition come gurgling 
forth in sundry tongues. 

The first stage in the melting-pot 
process is where the immigrants 
gather around the band stand for the 
afternoon concert. — 

It is a calico trowd with a regal 
grace that passes. There is an en- 
viable dignity about the free, un- 
hampered carriage of the uncorseted 
Latin weman with her long, athletic 

and well-poised head. If the 
horrorsof war have had a cowing 
effect on\the peasant- woman of 
Europe it is by no means visible in 
the type which is finding its. way 
across the Atlantic. 

A Neapolitan girl as vivid as a 
poppy flits by in the procession with; 
a gay shawl draped Carmen-wise 
Lacross ber shoulder. She looks at a 
short-skirted American girl with the 
frank, incredulous stare of a child. 
* There are more hats and fewer 
clogs in evidence than in the dayr 
before the war. But the shawl is 
still the most popular form of head- 
géar. More improvement is apparent 





in the get-up of the men than of the 








women, probably because numbers 
of them have lived in this country 
and are now merely returning. 
Warm, fur-lined coats are commonly 
seen on the male immigrant, and ex- 
cept for an occasional velvet jacket 
or exotic headpiece,.most of the men 
would pass unnoticed on the streets. 
Suitcases and portmanteaus are 
largely in evidence in place of the 
quondam bundles that cluttered up 
the landing wharves. In fact, indi- 
cations of increased prosperity: are 
visible on all sides. 7 

The contrast between the younger 
and older generation of immigrant is 
sharp. The most pathetic part of 
the endless, procession is the woman 
of years who is coming here in spite 
of herself. She has no desire to be 
uprooted now that thé best part of 
her life is over. There is none of the 
savor of adventure for her in-the 
long journey—only a great weariness 
and a sense of broken association. 

One wonders what -this country 
holds for them—a shabby little rcom 
in a gray tenement on the east side, 
perhaps, with the foxglove potion of 
bitter memories. But not for all of 
them. There is one little mother who 
is joining a son who has been a big 
success in this country. He turns up 
at the wharf—prosperous looking, 
immaculately dressed. The mother is 
old, wizened and gray. No hat. A 
black shawl envelops her head: She _ 
has made some childish attempts at 
self-decoration — very transparent, 
very pathetic. 

On the ferryboat she takes from 
her bosom a small box with a string 
of beads and a crucifix. She tells 
her son a story with many gesticula- 
tions. He swoops suddenly on the 
beads and kisses them. One wonders 
what the story is—perhaps the tale of 
a little dead sister. His arm steals 
gently around the old mother who 
sent him forth to find his fortune in 
this country, and one is giad to know 
that it is not a shabby room in a 
gray east side tenement that is 
awaiting this sweet-faced woman 
with the kind, sad eyes.

R. ARNOLD BENNETT, or 
rather one of him—for 
there are. many Bennetts-- 
has just-brought out a rew 
edition of his little book ‘‘ Mental 
Efficiency and Other Helps to Men 
and Women” (Hodder & Stough- 
ton). I fancy that Bennett’s expo- 
sition of the real nature and attain- 
ability of Success will be read with 
increased acceptance in the light of 
that colossal Failure of human ar- 
rangements which we call the Great 
War. It is Well-being, not Success. ' 
that the best young minds of (ireat 
Britain are interested im today, and 
Bennett’s view of success is poles 
apart from the old doctrine that it is 
the rewarg of industry, frugality, 
perseverance, method, and all the 
other stock virtues which Benjamin 
Franklin, William ~Cobbett, Dr. 
Smiles and Sir John Lubbock, to 
name no ‘others, preached so assid- 
uousty. He flatly denies that suc- 
cessful men are more industrious, 
thrifty, or even more intelligent than 
others. He makes nearly all success 
a spectal narrow faculty or knack, 
not a consequence of.force of chgrac- 
ter. in its very nature it is ‘‘impos- 
sible to the majority,”’ for if all were 
successful there would be no success. 
Mr. Bennett holds moderating 
views on ambition. ‘‘ Quite 70 per 
cent. of ambition is never realized, 
and 99 per cent. of all realized am- 
bition is fruitless." Even today we 
are often treated to the more-or less 
autobiographical revelations ‘of suc- 
cessful men. But Mr. Bennett will 
have none of them. He cannot sup- 
port Benjamin Franklin’s autobiog- 
raphy or ‘‘ From Log Cabin to 
White House ’’ without nausea, and 
of more modern expositions of suc- 
cess by millionaires and the like, he 
says: ‘* No one is a worse guide. to 
success than your typical business 
man. He seldom understands the 
reason of his own success.’* But 
when he is asked to explain. it in a 
rnagazine he writes what he knows is 
expected from him: ‘ If he didn’t 
come to London with half a-crown 
in liis pocket, he probably did some> 
thing equally silly, and hé puts that 
down, and the note of the article or 
interview is struck and good-bye to 
genuine truth.’’ Mr. Bennett thinks 
that the genuine truth about succeas 
is that it depends more on the 
practice of the prouder vices than‘on 
the practice of the humbler virtues. 
Of course he recognizes ihe success 
of sheer high merit, but he describes 
its frequency as only 10 per cent. of 
“all successes.

ALTER.-.DE LA MARE has 
been called ‘‘ the last of the 
white magicians."

As an astist, Walter de la Mare 
is chiefly to be praised-for bis ovusic. 
The subtlety of his rhythms is quite 
beyond the reach of most living 
poets and beyond the understanding 
of some of them. ‘* The Listeners *’ 
has long been something of a prob- 
lem to the academic mind even while 
the academic ear has enjoyed it. It 
does not scan as it should, somebody 
says, and yet it is indubitably lovely. 
The same thing might be said of 
many of his lyrics. His rhythms, be 
it said, are all that reveal modernity 
im his work. They are very modern 
in their personal quality, their free- 
dom, and their subtiety. 

Mr. de la Mare’s diction is fre- 
quently archaic and of the kind that 
used -to be called “‘ poetic.” He is 


‘| likely to say ** beauteous °’- instead 


of “* beautiful ’” and ig not afraid of 
such old poetic gems as ‘‘ azure." 
In most modern poetry such diction 
would be. objectionable, because it 
would not fit the personalities of the 
poets, nor their moods and mean- 
ings. But 1 have already cailed Mr., 
de ia Mare an anachronism, a 
stranger of today, and just because 
he is that his diction may be said to 
suit his moods and meanings. More- 
over, he is a fine artist in words and 
especially adroit in his use of ad- 
jectives. He speaks of ‘* reverber- 
ating ** flocks of birds, of his ‘’ per- 
piexéd ashes ’’ after death, of the

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Odds oe Ends of O. Henryana

0. HENRYANA. Seven Odds and 
Ends.

HIS beautiful little volume, 
printed on the finest quality 
of handmade paper and quite 
worthy of the description ‘‘de 

luxe,’” will be welcomed by admirers 
of O. Henry in particular and by col- 
lectors of rare books in general. It 
is a pleasure to see and handle, and 
one’s pride of possession, after he 
has recovered from the shock of pay- 
tng $10 for so tiny a book, will be 
increased by the thought that the 
** O. Henryana "’ is certain to become 
a collector’s rarity. Only 377 copies 
nave been printed, each is numbered, 
and the publishers announce that no 
further copies will be issued. For 
this distinguished example of fine 
printing the publishers deserve con- 
gratulgtions. . 

Whether or not O. Henry’s reputa- 
tion is helped by this addition to his 
bibography is, of course, a far dif- 
ferent matter. Professor Brander 
Matthews has-recently prptested that 
what O. Henry needs is a reduction 
in bibliography. rather than an ex- 
tension, and has expressed a desire 
for a single volume of O. Henry 
stories in which the chaff might be 
winnowed from the wheat. The need 
of a volume of selected stories is not 
to be denied, though if such a selec- 
tion were made, ess discussion 
would result, and there would be an 
outcry from disgruntled readers who 
found their. own favorites omitted. 
No other story-teller has ever been 
so uniform in his work. The ‘* best "’ 
stories of O. Henry usually turn out 
to be not the best at all, but merely 
those that for familiarity, prejudice, 
or what not.make a strong appeal to 
the individual who happens to be 
choosing. 

In spite of the severe criticism now 
more or less widely directed at him,, 
oO. Henry has lost litle of his pop-— 
ularity. Even stronger ‘is the cult of 
the collectors, all of whom are only 
too eager to read—and buy—any book 
that contains’ works by or about O. 
Henry. The seven items in the ‘‘O. 
Henryana’’ are, however, of un- 
equal interest and value. Printed 
with no word of explanation or com- 
ment, they are also a bit disconcert- 
ing. Undeniably O. Henry’s chief 
need just now is less a single volume 
of selected stories than a painstaking 
and, if you please, a scholarly editor. 
Nothing can be more annoying than 





to pick up a book like “*O. Henry- 
ana’’ or its i diat , 
** Waifs and Strays,’’ only to find 
there a group of ‘ new stories, 
some good, some bad, without a line 
of editorial comment. From the 
point of view of editing (or rather of 
a lack of editing), the ‘' O. Henry- 
ana "’ is hopeless, and cannot be re-

the poem was found, after O. Hen- 
ry’s th, scribbled in a notebook;

Consider, further, ‘‘ The Struggle 
of the Outliers,’’ printed here as a 
new story. Bakily stated, the plot 
deals with a New York business 
man, Lawrence Holcombe, who calls 
upon. Katy, a beautiful -suburban 
miss, implores her to ‘‘ come live 
with him and be his love,’’ fights 
and puts <{o rout another ‘ardent 
suitor, and in the end wins Katy's 
promise. As a matter of fact, Hol- 
combe is merely asking Katy, asthe _ 
conclusion of the story shows, to be . 
his cook. ‘‘ The Outliers ’’ is evi-, 
dently the first draft of a plot O. 
Henry afterwards used in ‘‘ Girl” 
(in ‘* Whirligigs’’). Both stories 
are among the poorest he ever 
wrote, but for that reason, if for no 
other, a statement of the time and 
place of their publication is highly 
Gesirable. To expect some editorial 
apparatus is surely not unreasonable 
in a book that, because of its limited 
circulation, cannot be popular. 

Among the other items are two 
brief sketches ¢‘‘ A Lunar Episode ” 
and “‘ The Elusive Tenderloin *') of 
New York life, boisterous in style, 
burlesques in plot,.and interesting 
only because of their authorship. 
Wholly unexpected is the inclusion of 
a satirical short story, ‘‘ Three Para- 
graphs," with no explanation that it 
had appeared as early as 1894 in 
Porter's Texas paper, The Rolling 
Stone: It seems hardly fair to rake 
up these youthful literary indiscre- 
tions without making a note to that 
effect. And it would be hardly more 





“fair to reprint everything O. Henry 


wrote even during his New: York pe- 
riod—such pothboilers, for example, 
as ‘‘ The Reporter’s Private Lexi- 
con.” that appeared in Ainslee’s for 
November, 1908. 

Two of the stories, however, are 
worth knowing. Tie poorer of these.

The Spirit of West Point 


General MacArthur was not only 
pre-eminently successful as. Chief of 


American men and soldiers. The 
spirit of the Faculty is, or should be, 
epitomized in the person of their 
chief—the Superintendent. 
Throughout the past years charac- 
ter and ability have been found in 
equal or nearly equal parts in the 
Superintendent.

Bng. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
the present Superintendent, is the 
youngest man that ever filled this 
highly important post in’ American 
public life. General MacArthur's 
entire service has indicated his fit- 
ness for the job. .No officer of our 
army has had a greater variety of 
duty to perform or done it more} 
creditably and with less ostentation 
than -has this man. A glance at 
Cullum’s Biographical Record of 
Graduates of the Military Academy 
shows that in the seventeen .years 
since MacArthur graduated at the 
head of his class he has served ‘in 
the Philippine Islands, was a mem- 
ber of the California Débris 
mission, aide-de camp to the com- 
manding General of the Pacific Di- 
vision, on confidential duty in 
Japan, . China, Siam, Java, the 
Malay tes, Burma, India and

Schools, took part ig the expedition 
to Vera Cruz and that he has twice 
been a member of the General Staff. 
Most of these important details fell 
to General MacArthur while he was 
still under 30 years of age. 

There have been. many - soldiers 
whose records in the duties of .:peace 
time have given every indication 
that active service was the svie thing 
needed to prove them truly great 
soldiers—big military men in the.ulti- 
mate sense, great commanders in 
battle. Many promises of a brilliant 
future ve gone under in the acid 
test of battle.

C. General MacArthur was 
specificaliy cited by his American 
superiors upon seven other occasions 
and in. consequence wears upon his 
Victory ribbon seven silver stars— 
each star the emblem of some deed 
of gailantry.. The Allies also recog- 
nized_his fine work and unflinching 
grit. He is the holder of the cross 
of the Legion of Honor and three 
€roix de Guerres—two with palm 
and one with gold star—bestowed by 
the French Government, the Italian 
War Cross, and the Belgiar Order of 
the Crown and of Leopold. He has, 
of coursé, réceived the American 
Distinguished Service Medal. 

General MacArthur was twice 
wounded in action.

HE Russian artist, N. K,. 
Roerich, whose exhibition at 
the Kingore Galleries will be 
repeated in various cities 
and finally, next Spring, in the 
Brooklyn Museum, is well known in 
and beyond his own country. His 
paintings are in al! the museums and 
art galleries of Russia and also in 

public collections in Vienna, Venice, 

Prague, Stockholm, Brussels, Chi- 
cago and elsewhere. He was born 
in 1874 and studied art in the Pe- 
trograd University and academy. He 
was descended from, a Scandnavian 
family that -setfled in Russia in the 
time of Peter the Great, and, know- 
ing this, it is possible to find or to 
fancy certain Scandinavian charac- 
teristics In his work. To Russians, 
however, he is pure Russian, and he 
succeeds to an extraordinary degree 
in fusing the childlike love of legend 
and symbol, the peasant love of 
strong and clear description of ma- 
terial things and the sophisticated in- 
terrogation of moods and emotions 
characteristic of the Russian as he is 
revealed in his literature. @ 

His landscapes are most impressive 
when neither figures nor ‘buildings 
interrupt the artist's expression of 
his™ passidén for nature. The Cau- 
casian canyons, delicately sensitive 
in their. ghostlike green, are given 
the value of their powerful construc- 
tion; and the vital greens of the hills 
near Smolensk, among which glide 
streams of gleaming silver, are in- 
stinct with energy and joyousneés. 

It is difficult, however, for Mr. 
Roerich to eliminate humanity. 
Clouds and rocks are more interest- 
ing to him when he can invest them 
with a human form and impose upon 
them a human-significance. . He is 
subtle with his ‘symbols and signifi- 
cances. Two canvases represent the 
Knight of the Morning and the 
Knight of the Evening. 

Across the clear sky move clouds 
assuming shape, ‘such shape as 
ShAkespeare made use of for his own 
J purposes. The wings of the 
evening are perceived and the half- 
* defined form of the angel of the 
morning. But if you were told that 
these clouds had been realistically de- 
setibed in the exact form they took 
as they passed before the eyes of 
the urtist it would be quite easy to 
dismiss the. idea of the symbol. 
Nothing imaginative is overempha- 
sized and this is the rarest of vir-

‘* Arrangements of the American 
Landscape Forms”’ is the title of an 
exhibition by Charlies Demuth at the 
Daniel Gallery. Every one will ob- 
serve How carefully the title is com- 
pounded of nature and art. The 
forms used, and the colors also, al- 
though these are left out of the title, 
have their source in the Yiatural 
scenes upon which we ‘look with 
deeply sophisticated eyes, eyes upon 
which all kinds of images, good and 
evil, have beaten through genera- 
tions and centuries, leaving cercain 
sears that determine the character of 
our vision.

Con- 
sciousness of the necessity of a new 
vocabularv of form for the expres- 
sion of universal and personal feel- 
ing has been at the root of many a 
new school of art. - 

Mr. Demuth is among the younger 
artists who have turned their mental 
energy into the making of fresh 
forms that shall quicken the mind to 
the aesthetic mes of the natural 
world, He ‘has dome his work with 
the exquisite precision that is the 
long-deferred gual of the modern 
craftsman. He belongs to that class 
of younger artists who decline to 
tolerate -slovenliness of thought or 
execution. 

In these recent paintings at the 
Daniel Gallery ‘‘ literary § impuri- 
ties,’’ as a modernist writer puts it, 
are absent, and there is no hint of 
crass imitation; but .Mr. Demuth 
has. not altogether denied himself 
representation. In his *‘ New Eng- 
land’’ are many recognizable ob- 
jects, church-tower and belfry, 
peaked roofs and little chimneys, fa- 
miliar enough to those whe have 
kept their traditional impression of 
the way such things should look in 
pictures..

This positive part of the book 
forms the largest of the four parts 
into pwhich it is divided. Jt is an 
admirable handbook of American 
legislation treated in full, and of the 
legislation of other great powers 
treated in summary. It treats of 
war legislation in such detail that 
even particulars like the provisions 
for allotments, allowances and com- 
pensation are specified and analyzed. 

The first part of the work treats 
of ** The Constitutions of the Great 
Nations on the Eve of the World 
.War.'’ The second part deals with 
the changes brought about by the 
war in the political institutions of 
European countries, and the third 
with the same subject, treated in 
mueh greater detail, as affecting the 
United States.. The fourth part 
treats of *‘ Problems of Reconstruc- 
tion in the United States Raised by 
the War.” it is the third part 
which has been described as a hand- 
book, not only of legislation but in 
a considerable degree of administra- 
tion, in this country during the war. 

In dealing with the effects of the 
war in Europe, Professor Fenwick 
says: :

The only fault of omission to be 
detected in this part of the book is 
the entire lack of information con- 
cerning. the Governsnent of Austria 
and Hungary, about which Amer 
icans probably know less than about 
the Governments of any of the other 
great powers ‘of 1914. The method 
by. which he deals with the several 
Governments, in fact, differs in each 
case. In treating of Engiand he not 
only shows. the constitutional 
changes and the proposals for re- 


war. The division allotted -to 
Russia, on the contrary, confines 
itself to.the analysis of Russian gov- 
ernment before and after the Revo- 
lution. Austria and Hungary.are. not. 
neglected, but the information given 
is chiefly about the diffieulties of 
solving the race problem and the 
status of Austria before the Peace 
Conference, and the reader rises ig- 
norant whether these countries are 
ruJed by Presidents or Czars. 
As for the United States, it entered 
the war in a state described by Pro- 
fessor Fenwick as ‘* constitutional 
uppreparedness.” There was plenty 
of unpreparedness that was not 
** constitutional ” and that was sim- 
ply due to the unwillingness of the 
authorities—of Congress, the author 
says—to take any steps to get the 
nation ready for what might and did 
, happen... but usde- from-thai, the} 
constitutional difficulties were the 
result of our having a written Con- 
stitution in which the powers of thé 
Government were defined and lim- 
ited; of the system of checks and

Each season brings with it a flock 
of mystery books, however, and it is 
rare not to run across some good ones 

. among the number. At a pinch, as 
we have said, any serve; but to set- 
tle down to ‘‘ The Strangeness of 
Noel Carton,’’ to become involved in 
the weird horror of ‘‘ The Door of 
the Unreal,’’ to turn the pages of 
** Lonely House ’’ with frantic eager- 
ness, this is true delight. There are 
other good ones this year, but we 
are reviewing two not hitherto men- 
tioned, and perhaps we had better 
get to our muttons. The first is the 
true mystery story, with a murder 
that seems quite inexplicable, and 
which points unerringly to at least 
“three utterly unlike sources for a 
possible solution. ‘* 32 Calibre’ is 
the excellent title, and Mr. Donaid 
McGibeny is the author, apparently 
for the first time. Yet he has writ- 
ten so well, made his peorle so living 
and so pl << hentinn ject 
so surely, that it is difficult to think 
of this book as a maiden essay. 

Reviewing a mystery story is some- 

what difficult, since, obviously, the 
mystery is the thing, and yet the 
mystery it be di ted or dis- 
cussed too much, or it ceases to be, 
and with it the reason for reading the 
book disappears. And the reviewer 
who removes the reason for reading 
@ book would svon cease to be a re- 
viewer. : 
, But there are ways of approach, 
and in ‘‘ 32 Calibre "’ the fact of the 
killing itself comes as a surprise. To 
be sure, the man has been threat- 
ened. But he is such a forceful, big, 
attractive and vital creature, and 
has been so well painted in, that you 
hardly expected him to be so quickly 
wiped out. It is a real shock to read 
of his death. Furthermore, it ap- 
pears. very likely that he wasn’t 
murdered at all. Simply killed to 
precipitate matters. Next, you dis- 
cover ‘that he wasn’t killed. in the 
way he appeared to have been- -and 
that's where 32 calibre comes in. 

From then on you follow the trail 
that finally brings you out with the 
secret in your bag. The story is 
told, and you close the book satis- 
fied. And you make up your mind 
that young Mr. McGibeny will bear 
watching. He has the right notion, 
and he knows how to write a story 
that will hold you till the eid and 
keep you guessing. He doesn’t make 
it too long, either, a great point in 
favor of the sort of story that you 
simply will not lay down unfinished. 
It doesn’t pay to get to bed too late, 
and another hundred pages would 
have ruined next morning for you. 
‘Ihe next book he publishes will find 
you among its readers. 

Book number two is somewhat dif- 
ferent.

HEN toward the close of his 
entertaining novet Anthony

The records show a longer life for 
“The Beggar's Opera ’* than has been 
gtanted to any other opera, serious or 
comic, The recent production In London 
clearly establishes the fact that the 
work is still “alive to the consciousness 
of playgoers, and that the production is 
not an ahtiquarian galvanizing of an 
operatic corpse—such a galvanizing, it 
may be whispered secretly, as has re- 
cently more than once been attempted in 
far more majestic and influential: quar- 
ters in this city. 

There never was any question, in its 
early days, that ‘‘ The Beggar’s Opera ”’ 
Was intended. by Gay. as-a satire on the 
profligate manners and customs of the 

and Court ‘of George II., who 

just ascended the British throne; 

its immediate motive was resent- 

at what Gay considered an insuffi- 

cient offer by the Government of a sine- 

cure office that he had long betn seek- 

ing; that the Ministera of the day, and 

especially Sir Robert Walpole, were 

almed at; and, finally, that all. this was 

expressed by means of a parody of the 
Italian opera. 

Sir Robert Walpole had before that 
time been the object of Gay's satire, but 
he liad the courage to be present at the 
first night of ‘The Beggar's Opera’’ 
and sat in the stage box, George Ho- 
garth describes the pointed manner in 
which the audience applied to Walpole 
the:last line in Lockit’s song:

-It wagsyone of the matters with which 
Dr. Jobnson and his’ circle, to whom 
argument, discussion and conversation 
were the breath of life, o¢easionally 
tussied: Hardly a yolume of the letters 
‘of the.period but ‘contains a ‘contribu- 
tion to the criticism of “The Beggar's 
Opera " —. Swift's, Pope’s, Walpole's; 
Arbuthnot’s. Boswell. projected ‘‘a 
quarto volume, to: be embellished with 
fine plates, on the subject of the con- 
troversy occasioned by ‘ The Beggar's 
Qpera.’."' He reports several of the am- 
brosial conversations dealing with the 
famous subject. 

Johnson's déliverances upon. it. were 
many; one,.of the most notable was: that 
there is in it such a labefaction of all 
principles as may be injurious to moral- 
ity:’’ After that there would seem to 
remain little to add; but in a more se- 
rious vein he thought that more influ- 
ence was ascribed to the morals of the 
opera’ than they really had. ‘I do not 
believe any man was ever made, a rogue 
by being present. at its representation.’’ 
He returns to the charge in his ‘* Life of 
Gay,"’ where he observes that the play 
was plainly written.only, to divert, with- 
out any moral purpose, and is therefore 
“not Iikely to do good." 

These things, it must be remembered, 
were said and written half a century 
after the opera was first produced and 
after if had become “‘classie.’"; It was 
not what Gay himself thought or at 
least wrote to Swift: ** For writing in 
the cause of virtue and against the fash- 
ionable vices, I am looked upon at pres- 
ent as the most obnoxious person, al- 
most, in England.”’ And Dr, Arbuthnot. 
writing to thet same distinguished. corre- 
spondent at the same time, observed: 
‘“‘ The inoffensive John Gay is become 
one of the obstructors to the peace of 
Burope, the terror of the ministers, the 
chief author of ‘The Craftsman’ and 
all the seditious pamphlets which have 
been published against the Government."’ 

Boswell himself ventured to disagree 
with his god: '‘! I should be very sorry 
to have ‘The Beggar's Opera’ sup- 
pressed, for there is in it so much :of 
real London life, so much brilliant wit, 
and such a variety of airs which from 
early association of ideas engage, 
soothe and enliven the mind; that no 
performance which the theatre exhibits 
delights me more,”’ 

Boswell reports ‘' an. ingenious ob- 
servation of Mr.’ Gibbon’ that ‘‘ The 
Beggar's Opera "may. perhaps have 
sometimes. increased the “number of 
highwaymen; but that it had a bene- 
ficial effect in refining that class of 
men, making them ‘“‘less ferocious, more 
polite; in: short, more like gentlemen,”’ ; 
‘truly. an“ ingenious ‘theory and ‘compli- 
mentary in its estimate ot” operatic 
moral influences.

‘Sir Robert, wrote that ‘‘ Justice Field- 


ing has revived the hypothesis of ‘ The 
Beggar’s.-Opera,.’? making all our rogues. 
Garrick “haé-“in® a manner given it 
up; but ‘they. continue’ it at Covent 
Garden. * *.* Did you know -before 
that Macheath begot all our nabobs? ”* 

As a matter of fact, Sir John Field- 
ing, in 1778, sent letters to the mana- 
gers of Drury Lane and Covent Garden, 
adyising them not to perform ‘“The Beg- 
gar’s Opera,’’ ‘‘ as it tended to incréeas¢ 
the number of thieves."" That ‘Garrick 
declared himself on Justice’ Fielding’s 
side and against the opera was unchat- 
itably interpreted by some as due to the 
fact that he had but one good singer in 
his company. 

Colman, the rival manager, however, 
answered the Justice that he did not 
think his the only house in Bow Street 
where thieves were hardened and en- 
couraged, and that he would persist in 
continuing the representation of “ that 
admirable satire, ‘ The Beggar's 
Opera.’ "* 

But nobody was more emphatic in his 
defense of Gay’s work than Dean Swift 
himself: ‘‘.Nothing but servile attach- 
ment to a party, affection of singu-~ 
larity, lamentable dullness, mistaken 
zeal, or stupid hypocrisy, can have the 
least reasonable objection against his 
excellent. moral performance of the cele- 
brated Mr. Gay.” 

The original suggestion. for ‘The 
Beggar’s Opéra”’ ix said to have come 
from Dean Swift, who one day remarked 
to Gay “ what an odd, pretty sort of 
thing a Newgate pastoral might make.’’ 
Gay.” as Pope said, “ was inclined to 
try at such a thing for some time, but 
afterward thought it would be better 
to write an opera on the same plan.”’ 
Swift, who looked at Gay’s. draft, 
thought it, would not do. Pope reports 
that neither he nor Swift believed: it 
would succeed, and when they showed 
it to Congreve he said “it would either 
take greatly or be damned confounded- 
ly’’; wherein Congreve seems to have 
played safe as @ prophet. Colley Cibber, 
to whom. the opera ‘was first offered, 
rejected it. Quin, the famous actor, 
had so bad an opfriion of it that he 
fused the part of Macheath, and gave it 
to Walker, who acquired great celebrity 
Min it. ¢

ORCHESTRAL CHANGES. 


Wes New York's oldest, orches- 
tra ha@ recently enlisted. an 
‘associate conductor’’ in its 
public activities here and on tour, sim- 
ilar reinforcements are now pending, 
and will become during the holidays an 
accomplished fact, with other leading 
bands. Mr. Hadley, who already has 
conducted two Philharmonic concerts, is 
to direct his ‘‘ Culprit Fay ’’ on Dec. 31 
at Carnegie Hall, when Josef Stransky 
will present the First Symphony of Gus- 
tav Mahler. The orchestra is mean- 
while devoting two weeks entirely to 
rehearsals. 

With the New York Symphony forces,. 
Albert Coates, soon arriving from Lon- 
don, will conduct a British program in 
Walter Damrosch's ‘' historical cycle "’ 
at Carnegie Hall on-Dec. 30 and 31. To- 
day's matinee of the Symphony Society 
at Aeolian Hall introduces a French 
work, ‘‘ La Queste de Dieu,’’ from Vin- 
cent d'Indy’s opera, ‘‘ St. Christopher,”’ 
produced’ in Paris last :June. The ‘‘ sym- 
phonic interlude ”* follows a recitative 
Passage at the opening of the second 
act, in which the giant Auferus is seek- 
ing the King of Heaven. Before the 
novelty Mr. Damrosch has Wagner's 
‘Faust ’’ overture and Schubert’s “ Un- 
finished Symphony,’’ while at the close 
Fritz Kreisler appears in Tschai- 
kovsky’s violin concerto. 

The Philadelphia Orchestra will have 
the help of the Flonzaley Quartet at its 
fourth concert in Carnegie Hall on Tues- 
day evening, when Leopold Stokowski 
will present, for the first time in Amer- 
fica, Emmanuel Moor’s concerto for 
string quartct and orchestra. On the 
program are also Mozart’s ‘ Jupiter ’’ 
symphony and Strauss’s ‘‘ Death and 
Transfiguration.’’ 3 

Artur Bodanzky of the Metropolitan 
has but four more concerts with the 
National Symphony before he gives way 
for three months to William Mengelberg 
of Amsterdam. Next Saturday after- 
noon and Sunday evening, in Carnegie 
Hall, Benno Molslewitsch will play 
Liszt's pianoforte concerto in EB fiat, 
while the orchestral numbers.are Gluck’s 
overture to “Iphigenia in  Aulis,”’ 
Gliere’s symphonic poem “ The Syrens ” 
and Smetana’s overture to ‘‘The Bar- 
tered Bride," the last repeated at the 
request of the subscribers. 

David Bispham will read and Rachel 
Morton Harris, Myrtle Leonard and a 
small chortis of womieh’s voices from the 
Oratorio Society will sing with the New 
York Symphony Orchestra next Sunday 
afternoon in Aeolian Hall, when Walter 
Damrosch gives an entire program de- 
voted to the “ Midsummer Night's 
Dream"? music of Mendelssohn, with 
excepts from-the text of Shakespeare. 


STAR CHAMBER MUSIC. 


Concerning a novel ‘ quadruple con- 
certo '’ by Emmanuel Moor, which the 
Philadelphia, Orchestra will perform 
here this week, an official note explains 
that the work was composed at the sug- 
gestion of Alfred Pochon, one of the 
Flonzaley Quartet, and. dedicated to 
these players, who are stars of the 
premiere. It was begun in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, in September, 1914; but the 
outbreak of the war and the loss of a 
favorite nephew, a Captain in the Eng- 
lish Army, caused the composer to lay 
aside the composition until last Summer, 
when the work was orchestrated. 

According to Mr, Pochon, the work is 
“pot at all revolutionary,” and he 
quotes what the composer himself had 
to say of it, as follows: 

‘*} have tried to keep, as far as pos- 
sible, the character of the orchestra, 
that it should sound miore like a cham- 
ber-music composition for a large hall. 
My music demands to be played with 
‘liberty.’ It is very simple and has few 
notes, but it has to be understood. I do 
everything with the smallest means, Per-

Cases Selected for THE New YORK 


S the public comes general- 
‘ly to the rescue in the few days 
between now and Christmas the 
contributions for the Hundred 
Neediest Cases this year will 

feach a disappointingly small total. 

The future of hundreds of children and 
their mothers depends on the contribu- 
tions of the next few days. Each con- 
tribution, even the smallest, wilf help 
some child to grow up knowing what it 
is to have the care and love of @-mother 
day by day and to have the companion- 
ship and sympathy of sisters and broth- 
ers. The number of families saved from 
the calamity of separation will be de- 
termined by the total amount of the 
contributions. 

Last year the gifts ran up to &106,- 
967.14, providing for the Hundred -Need- 
feat Cases and aiding many others. At 

_ the present rate it would appear that the 
total will not be more than half of last 
year’s. That is something for the public. 
to determine. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether any such harsh cur- 
tailment is practiced toward New York's 
most distressed and afflicted families 
and children.

Failure to act may 
mean that the mother, insufficiently aid- 
ed, breaks down under her burden and 
becomes a physical wreck or éven dies, 
while her children, for their own sake, 
must be takén away from each other, to 
be cared for in the places best suited 
for them. 

If the reader lived in a small town and 
@iscovered a family on his own block in 
guch a plight there would be little dan- 
ger of hesitation on his part. But in 
New York, where hundreds of péople are 
hidden behind the brick walls of a single 
building, where so many languages are 
spoken, where so many barriers exist 
against neighborly interest and eym- 
pathy, the poor know little of the poorer 
tenants below and above them, and the/ 
well-to-do and rich have no contact at 
all with them. In a small place any 
family with misfortunes resembling 
those of the Hundred Neediest Cases 
would be helped from twenty pantries. 
The household stocks of the locality 
would be ransacked for them, and all the 
neighbors would be busy with plans for 
the future aid, “The neighborhood spirit 
is something that needs air and elbow- 
room, and has little natural growth in 
an overcrowded city.

gifts to the Neediest Cases by way of 
memorials to those who had given their 
lives for their céuntry. The scourge of

Cases indicate that the response by tle 
public this year. is not as. prompt as has 
been tite case in the past. The experience 
is similar to that of most organizations 
conducting drives for big funds, prac- 
tically every one of Which during the 
last year has faced initiai discourage- 
ments. We have every confidence, haw- 
ever, that this holding back is only tem- 
porary, and that when the curtain 
finally is rung on the year’s appeal the 
total amount realized will be as great 
as, if not greater thun, iast year’s re- 
markabie total of $106,967.14. 

it is a regrettable coincidence that just 
at this time, when the needs: of the poor 
threaten to become more pressing than 
has been the case for years, the people 
who must be depended upon to help them 
should appear a trifle wearied of con- 
tributing.

Te the Editor of The New York Times: 

“ How much money must a family 
consisting of a widow and five children 
have in order to live decently in New 
York? *’ 

Each day this question arises before 
the workers of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Bociety as they come in contact 
with families deprived of their bread- 
winner by illness or death. All too 
often thé family has been struggling 
for months to make scanty savings meet 
its needs as long as possible, ‘and when 
the society finds it not only poverty 
itself but the results ‘of undernourish- 
ment, bad air and evercrowding must 
be combated. a 

Of the twenty-seven cases under the 
care of the society published in the ap- 
peal for the Hundred Neediest Cases 
sixteen are those of families in which, 
owing to the father’s illness or death; 
the burden of support has been thrown 
on a mother whose hands are already 
filled with the care of active youngsters. 
These busy, untrained women, often too 
frail for heavy work, cannot earn 
enough to care as they should for their 
little ones, and.so, unless they have the 
help of a generous public, their only re- 
course is to deny themselves and the 
children—doing without adequate cloth- 
ing to keep off the Winter’s cold, eating 
what costs least, not what is mest 
needed to ward the il) effects of 
tenement fife. The results show in wan 


ona their years. 

In.ten of 'these twenty-seven cases the 
burden of support is resting either on a 
boy or girl too young for such heavy 
responsibilities, or on a man weakened 
from long illness. - These people have 
exhausted their ewn powers and re- 
sources; they need help from those 
about them. 

The question of how much these fami- 
lies need in order to live decently is one 
which involves consideration not only 
of the fluctuation of prices, but also

ing by the Treasury. Regarding the 
“firet of these conclusions, it should be 
~moted that if Congress revises the tax 

laws so that they will yield four billions 

| ©r more. in the fiscal year beginning next 

July 1, the chances are that the final 

| effect will be to reduce the tax load 

/to some extent. For in the current 
‘fiscal year it is estimated that we 


will pay in internal revenue taxes, most 
of which come from income and excess 
profits levies, about $4,700,000,000. Fall- 
ing business profits ‘may reduce this 
sum, however. 

As far as the Government debt fs con- 
cerned, the outstanding facts are these: 
We had about $2,500,000,000 of Treasury 
certificates of indebtedness outstanding 
at the beginning of the current fiscal 
year (last July 1), and even by next 
July 1 this probably will not be much 
under $2,000,006,000, although the Treas- 
ury hopes to make it $1,500,000,000. This 
is ‘*floating debt,’* distinguished from 
** funded debt,’ as represented by Lib- 
erty bonds. It has been juggled from 
month to month and met largely by is- 
suance of new certificates. Paul is paid 
by borrowings from Peter. The loans 
are for short terms, less than a year. 
The aggregate quantities of these out- 
standing certificates is being reduced 
gradually, but they still constitute debt 
which must be reckoned with. The 
Treasury hopes to pay most of these by 
the end of the fiscal year 1922, but says 
great economy is necessary if this is to 
be done. Actual figures available, do 
not show how it will be possible. 

Leans Falling Due. 

Debt fact No. 2 is that on Jan. 1, 
1923, there falls due about $800,000,000 
of war savings securities, and that a 
few months later, May 23, 1923, the 
Vietory Liberty Loan matures. The 
Victory Loan repr ed about $4,250,- 
000,000, but a part of t amount will be 
paid in advance through sinking fund 
purchases and redemptions. Consider- 
ing war savings securities, the Victory 
Loan and- certificates of indebtedness, 
debts of about $7,500,000,000, fall due 
within the next two and a half years 
ending with May, 1923. 

Debt fact No. 3—this is a cheerful 
entry—is that we have paid off more 
than $2,000,000,000 of Government debts 
in the last year and two months, largely 
through the purcHase of Liberty bonds 
on the open market and secondly by 
reducing the amounts of Treasury 
certificates outstanding. 

Then there are the debts due the 

American Government by the Allies. 
These amount to $9,580,000,000, and will 
be increased only slightly by a few 
small payments yet to be made, The 
Treasury is not counting definitely on 
repayment of much of this within the 
next two and a half years, and any re- 
turns will be used.to buy up Liberty 
bonds and retire them. Interest is not 
now being paid by the Allies, but ne- 
gotiations are being conducted for re- 
sumption. 
So this, in brief, is the way the 
nation’s finances line up. The story is 
told in figures by the accompanying 
tables on this page. But neither the 
preceding summary. nor the tables teil 
the whole story. The full recital is as 
long as an old-fashioned novel, and only 
parts of it are quoted in this article. 


Marked Imprevement. 

The Secretary reviews the situation in, 
the following: 

“The nation’s finances in particular 
have shown marked iffiprovement. The 
total ordinary receipts of $6,694,565,388.88 
for the fiscal year 1920, on the basis of 
the daily Treasury statements, exceeded 
those for 1919 by $1,542,308,252.45, while 
the total net ordinary expenditures de- 
creased from $18,514,879,955.03 to $6,- 
403 343,841.21. 

“The gross public debt, which reached 
its highest point on Aug. 81, 1919, amount- 
ing to.$26,596.701,648.01, had dropped on 
Oct. 31,1920, to $24,062,509,672.96, on the 





basis of daily Treasury statements. Of 





very particular significance is the 
marked disappearance from member 
banks of Government war securities held 
by them and the reduction of their loans 
on such paper. On May 2, 1919, holdings 
by 771 member bariks in selected: cities 
of Government war securities and loans 
on such paper, exclusive of rediscounts, 
aggregated $4,083,193,000, while on Oct. 
29, 1920, fhose of 823 member banks in 
the same’ cities stood at only $1,750,- 
638,000. On May 2, 1919, the bills held 
by Federal Reserve Banks secured by 
Government war obligatioris amounted 
to $1,788,068,000 and all other bills to 
$373,999,000, while on Oct. 29, 1920, the 
former had been reduced to $1,203,905,000 
and the latter had increased to $1,895,- 
767,000. ‘This fortunate result was 
brought about in part by the reduction 
of the public debt, especially of the 
floating debt, but more particularly by 
the distribution of the securities among. 
permanent investors. 

“The cessation of the Treasury's bor- 
rowing, except through short-time cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, was also a 
matter of consequence to the people of 
the country as a whole as well as to the 
holders of Liberty’: bonds and Victory 
notes, and has had an important bearing 
on the matter of effective credit control. 
The year has been characterized by the 
‘progressive relative withdrawal of the 
Treasury from the domestic credit mar- 
ket and from a position of dominant in- 
fluence. By the beginning of the Fall 
this ‘withdrawal had reached the point 
where the influence of Treasury bor- 
rowing was comparatively limited. The 
future course will necessarily depend 
upon the extent to which economies are 
practiced and the amount of the burdens 
placed upon the Treasury, as well as 
upon the industrial developments and the 
maintenance of tax receipts on a suf- 
ficiently high level.’’ 


Governmental Economy. 


Exparding on the necessity for Gov- 
ernmental economy, Secretary Houston 
says: 

‘* Perhaps the most fundamental fact 
fis that, apart from maturities of the 
floating debt, the Government of the 
United States has balanced its budget 
and that the current operations, of the 


Treasury are now showing a surplus. jj 


On the basis of daily Treasury state- 
ments, the total ordinary receipts for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920, 
amounted to $6,694,565,388.88 and cur- 
rent ordinary disbursements amounted 
to $6,766,444,461.09, leaving a net cur- 
rent deficit (excess of current ordinary 
disbursements over ordinary receipts) 
of only $71,879,072.21 for the fiscal year 
1920, the first full fiscal year after hos- 
tilities ceased. After taking into ac- 
count the special deposit of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation, resulting from the 
redemption of its holdings of United 
States securities, the net ordinary dis- 
Bursements for the fiscal year endea 
June 30, 1920, were $6,403,343,841.22, 
leaving an adjusted surplus (excéss of 
ordinary receipts over net ordinary dis- 
bursements) of $291,221,547.67 for the 
fiscal year. For the first quarter of 
the current fiscal year, through Sept. 
30, 1920, the total ordinary receipts of 
the Government, on the basis of daily 
Treasury statements, amounted to §1,- 
540,000,000 as against ordinary disburse- 
ments during the same period of §$1,- 
251,000,000, resulting in an excess of or- 
dinary receipts over ordinary disburse- 
ments of $289,000,000 for the quarter. 
The remaining three quarters of the fis- 
cal year, when completed, should also 
show a substantial excess of ordinary 
receipts over ordinary disbursements, 


which must be applied to the retirement 
of the floating debt and the operations 
of the sinking fund. Without substan- 
tial reductions in the estimated expendi- 
tures for the fiscal years 1921 and 1922, 
however, the surplus applicable to the 
publie debt will not be sufficient unless 
additional revenues from taxation are 
provided. 
Revolving Fund Apprepriation. 


“An analysis of Government expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year 1920, on the 
basis of daily Treasury statements, de- 
yelops the striking fact that of the net 
ordinary disbursements of $6,403,000,000 
about 90 per cent. consisted of expendi- 
tures under the following main heads:

‘‘ Substantially all the expenditures 
entering into this total, and a large 
share of the expenditures on various 
minor accounts, represent\ burdens di- 
Tectly traceable to the war, to past 
Wars, or to preparedness for future 
wars. These figures serve to indicato 
the direction which sincere efforts to re- 
duce the cost of the Government must 
take.’’

Imperative Revenue. 


must not be allowed to fall below four 
billions, explains: 


** While it is highly desirable that the 
tex law should be revised at the earliest 
Mossible date, it is imperative, in my 
opinion, that the revenue from taxation 
be maintained after this fiscal year on 
a level of not less than $4,000,000,000 a 
year, to the énd at least of the fiscal 
year 1923. The internal -revenue re- 
ceipts may not greatly exceed $4,000,- 
000,000 even in the fiscal year 1921, on 

e basis of existing law. 

“Future relations between éxpendi- 
tures and receipts are beset with great 
uncertainty. The estimates of expendi- 
tures for the fiscal years 1921 and 1922 
were prepared by the several depart- 
ments and independent establishments 
and not by the Treasury, except for the 
Treasury Department. If rigid eco y 
is practiced and the estimates red 
wherever possible, there is some hope 
that by the close of the fiscal year 1922 
the floating debt may be extinguished, 
provided, of course, that adequate rev- 
‘enues from taxation are maintained. 
There is no certain means, however, of 
predicting the course of business or of 
incomes and profits, and it is a cer- 
tainty that tax receipts even under ex- 
isting law will not keep up to the 1920 
level. There’ are also frequent efforts 
by extraordinary measures, like the sol 
diers’ bomus, to bring about a radical 
increase i»“expenditures. In these cir- 
cumstances the only question. which 
should be considered is whether a due 
regard for the protection of the, Treas- 
ury does not impose upon the Congress 
a xeal duty to seek out additional sources 
ot tax revenue for the next two years. 
The country at times is being encour- 
aged to expect a ‘reduction of taxes.’ 
Revision of taxes should be effected. 
There can and should be a better distri-

For Budget System. 
Turning from immediate money mat- 
ters to ‘methods for perfecting fiscal 
operations in the future, Secretary 
Houston deals at length with the de- 
sirabilities of a thoroughgoing budget 


arguments are as follows: 
“The creation of a Federal budget 
system is an urgent necessity. It was 
heeded when the expenditures of . the 
Government were relatively small; now 
that they are vastly greater, ft is im- 
perative. The national finances must 
be handled on-a business basis. They 
cannot be under the present afrange- 
ments. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is now merely the medium through 
which estimates of appropriations are 
transmitted to the Congress. The ésti- 
mates are not jointly .considered by 
executive agencies. They are made up 
separately by the several departments. 
The country does not get a complete 
view of them. Congress considers them 
piecemeal and without specific reference 
to income. It spends much time on de- 
a, instead of considering larger mat- 
te which really make for effective 
ceghtrol of the finances. The system 
las the subject of criticism and discon- 
tent even before the war. It is now 
condemned in unmeasured terms and 
there has arisen a popular demand for 
scientific improvement that would seem 
to impel action.’’ 


YF Foreign Loans. 


Discussion of the details of loans to 
foreign Governments fills many pages 
of the Secretary of the Treasury’s re- 
port. Explaining that up to Nov. 15, 
1920, credits of $9,710,000,000 for foreign 
Governments had been established and 
$0,560,000,009 had actouly Seen paid out, 
the report adds: 

**No further credits will be extended 
under existing legislation by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in favor of any 
foreign Government, and consequently 
no further advances will be made to 
Governments in favor of which there 
are no: existing balances. Present bal- 
ances are as follows: Czechoslovak 
Republic, $6,072,884; France, $50,496,977 ;. 
Greece, $33,236,629; Italy, $34,921,192; 
Liberia, $4,974,000. 

* All balances of credits in excess of 
the amount necessary to carry out the 
commitments will be withdrawn in due: 
course. 

‘For these advances the Treasury 
holds obligations in.the form of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness to the United 
States, payable as to principal and in- 
terest, without deduction for taxes of 
the debtor Government, in gdld coin of 
the United States of the present stand- 
ard of weight and fineness at the Sub- 
Treasury of the United States in New 
York or at the Treasury of the United 
States in Washington: Certain of 
them, at the option of the holder, are 
payable in the money .of the debtor 
countrys some at a fixed rate:and oth- 
ers at the buying rate for cable trans- 
fers of the currency of the debtor coun- 
try in the New York market at noon on 
the day of demand as determined by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
The certificates of indebtedness are 
signed in the name of the respective 
debtor Governments by représentatives 
of such Governments designated to the 
Treasury by the Department of State as 
being authorized to sign them. in’ the 
name and on behalf of the respective 
Governments. 

\ «The earlier certificates were payable 
at fixed dates of maturity, all of which 
are now past, so that they are now held 
as demand obligations. They bore inter- 
est at various rates of interest from 3 per 
cent. per annum upward. Those subse- 
quently taken are payable on demand 
and bear interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent. By arrangement with the re- 
spective Governments substantially all 
the obligations have, since May 15, 1918, 
borne interest at the rate of 5 per cent.

$1,000,000,000 TRADE PLAN 





HD Foreign Trade Financing Cor- 
poration, which is now being or- 
ganized by a committee brought 
together under the auspices of 
the American Bankers’ Associa- 

tion, the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and the National Foreign Trade 
Council, marks a financial revolution 
through which the United States has 
passed. 

Instead of being a debtor nation to the 
extent of four billions of dollars, as’ the 
United States was in 1914, this country 
has become the greatest creditor country. 


At the organizing meeting held in Chi- 
cago it was estimated that the total 
loans of the United States to foreigners, 
including both Government and private 
financing, amov@ted to $15,000,000,000, 
and ‘‘ enabled us to pass Great Britain 
as the leading creditor nation of the 
world.’’ The world’s financial centre of 
gravity has been shifted te the United 
States. We are now, as Herbert Hoover 
said, in the position which Great Britain 
occupied as far back ‘as 1860. We pro- 
duce potentially more than we can .con+ 
sume, It is necessary to devise some 
method of enabling foreigners to buy our 
commodities if full-time work is to be 
provided for farmers, laborers or busi- 
ness men. Mr. Hoover said that as Great 
Britain had formerly so must the United 
States now be prepared to invest abroad 
some part of the surplus that we would 
export, , 


That is the purpose which the Foreign 
Trade Financing Corporation is being 
founded to serve. If it succeeds, again 
in the words of Mr. Hoover, “the 
project will be the work ‘of the most 
momentous economic conference since 
the armistice.’ The actual technique 
through which the projected trading cor- 


poration will finance the exfortation of |

: His Most Famous 


Oration Recalled 


_ by 300th Anniversary of Landing 
at Plymouth This Week 


{This oration was delivered in the old } 
First Church at Plymouth on the #24 of) 
Deoembder, 1820, the 200th anniversary. of 
the settlement. Mr. Webster's biogra- 
pher, George Ticknor Curtis, says “ 4 
can- only be necessary to say that thie 
discourse hae become classical in our 
Uterature, and that it is generally re- 

- parded as the cornerstone of Mr. Wed- 
eter’s fame as an orator.” The oration 
‘occupied one hour and fifty minutes in 
delivery; tt was first published a year 
later, the published copy containing 
Passages not delivered at Plymouth. 
John Adams, in thanking Mr. Webdster 
for @ copy of the discourse, wrote: 
“This oration will be read 500 years 
hence with as much rapture as it wae 
heard. It ought to be read at the end 
of every century, and, indeed, at the end 
of every year forever and ever.’’- Some- 
thing less than one-third of the dis- 
course, as printed, is presented in the 
‘ea that here ‘follow.] 


ET us rejoice that we behold this 
day. Let us. be thankful that we 
have lived to see the bright and 
happy breaking of the auspicious 
morn, which commences. the 

third century of the history of New 
England. Auspicious indeed; bringing 
@ happiness beyond the common allot- 
ment of Providence to men; full. of 
Present joy, and gilding with bright 
beams the prospect of futurity, is the 
@awn that awakens us to the com- 
memoration of the landing of the Pil- 
grims. 

Living at an epoch which withiaegitd 
marks the progress of the history of our 
mative land, we have come hither to cel- 
ebrate the great event with which that 
history commenced. Forever honored be 
this, the place of our fathers’ refuge! 
Forever remembered the day which saw 
them, .weary. and distressed, broken in 
everything but spirit, poor in all but 
faith and courage, at last secure from 
the dangers of wintry seas, and im- 
pressing this shore with the first foot- 
ateps of civilized man! * * * 

We have come to this Rock, to record 
here our homage for our Pilgrim Fath- 
ers; our sympathy in their sufferings; 
our gratitude for their labors; our ad- 
miration.of their virtues; our venera- 
tion for their piety, and our attachment 
to those principles of civil and religious 
liberty, which they encountered, the 
dangers of the ocean, the storms of 
heaven, the violence of the savages, 
disease, exile and famine, to enjoy and 
to establish. And we would leave here, 
also, for the generations which are ris- 
ing up rapidly to fill our places, some 
proof that we haye endeavored to trans- 
mit.the great inheritance unimpaired ; 
that if our estimate of public principles 
and private virtue; in our veneration of 
religion .and . piety ; in. our. devotion’ to 
civil and religious liberty; in our regard 
to whatever advances human knowl- 
edge, or improvés human happiness, we 
ere not altogether unworthy of our ori- 
gin: f 
| There is a local feeling connected with 
this occasion too strong to be resisted— 
a sort of genius of the place, which in- 
spires and awes us. We feel that we 
are on the spot where the first scene of 
our history was laid; where the hearths 
and altars of New England were first 
‘ placed; where Christianity, and civil- 
fzation, and letters made their first 
lodgment, in a vast extent of country, 
covered with a wilderness and peopled 
by roving barbarians. We are here at 
the season of the year at which the 
event took place. The imagination irre- 
sistibly and rapidly draws around us 
the principal features and the leading 
‘characters in the original scene. We 
cast our eyes abroad on the ocean and 
‘we see where the little bark, with the 
interesting group upon its deck, made 
its slow progress to the shore. We look 
around us and behold the hills and 
‘promontories where the anxious eyes of 
our fathers first saw the places of hab- 
itation and of rest, We feel the cold 
which benumbed and listen to the winds 
which pierced them. Beneath us is the 
Rock on which New England received 
the feet of the. Pilgrims. We seem even 
to behold them as they struggle with 
the elements, and, with tollsome efforts, 
gain the shore. We listen to the chiefs, 
in council; we see the unexampled ex- 
hibition of female fortitude and resig- 
mation; we hear ‘the whisperings of 
youthful impatience, and we see, what 
a painter of our own has also repre- 
sented by his pencil, chilled and shiver- 
ing childhood, houseless, but for a moth- 
er’s arms; couchless, but for a mother’s 
breast, till our own ‘blood almost 
freezes;.-.The mild dignity. of Carver 
and of Bradford; the decisive and sol- 
dierlike air and manner of’ Standish‘ 
the devout. Brewster; the enterprising 
Allerton; the. general firmness and 
thoughtfulmess of the whole band; their 
conseious joy for dangers escaped; 
their deep .solicitude about dangers to 
come; their trust in Heaven; their high 
religious faith, full of confidence and 
anticipation—all of these seem to belong 
to this place and to be present upon this 
occasion, to fill us with reverence and 
admiration. 

The settlement of New England by the 
colony which landed here on the 22d of 
December, .1620, although not the first 
Buropean establishment in what now 
constitutes. the United States, was yet 
so peculiar.in its causes and acter, 
and has been followed, and must still be 
followed, by such consequences, as. to 

ve it a high claim to lasting commem- 

On .these causes and conse- 


os a historical event depends. 
actions and striking occurrences, having 
excited a’ temporary admiration, often 
pass away and are forgotten, because 
‘they leave no lasting results affecting 


great continent, which stretches al- 
most, from pole to pole, with civil- 
ization and Clifistlanity; the tem- 
ples of tho true God shall rise, where 
now . ds the smoke of idola~ 
trous’ sacrifice; fields and gardens, the 
flédwers of Summer and the waving and 
golden harvest of Autumn, shall extend 


over a thousand hills and stretch along. 


a thousand valleys, never yet, since the 
creation, reclaimed to the use of civil- 
ized man. We shall whiten this. coast 


with tHe canvas of a prosperous com-_ 


merce; ‘we shall stud this long and 
winding shore with a hundred cities. 
That which we sow in. weakness shall 
be raised in strength. From. our sin- 
cere but houseless worship there shall 
spring splendid temples to record God’s 
odnéss; from the ‘simplicity of our. s0- 
cial union there shall arise wise and pol- 
itic constitutions of government, full of 
the liberty which we ourselves bring and 
breathe; from our zeal for learning in- 
stitutions shall spring which shall scat- 
ter the Hght of knowledge throughout 
the land; and, in time, paying back 
where they have borrowed, shall con- 
tribute their part to the great aggregate 
of human knowledge; and our descend- 
ants, through all generations, shall look 
back to this spot and to this hour with 
unabated affection and regard.’’ 

A brief remembrance of the causes 
which led to the settlement of this 
place; some account of the peculiarities 
and characteristic qualities of that set- 
tlement, as distinguished from other in- 
stances of colonization; a short notice 
of the progress of New England in the 
great interests of society, during the 
century which is now elapsed; with a 


few observations on the principles upon 


which society and government are es- 
tablished in this country—comprise all 
that can be attempted and much more 
than can be satisfactorily performed on 
the ‘present occasion.. 

Of the motives which influenced the 
first settlers to a voluntary exile, in- 
duced them to relinquish their native 
country and to seek an asylum in this 
then unexplored wilderness, the first 
and principal no doubt were connected 
with religion. They sought to enjoy a 
higher degree of religious freedom and 
what they esteemed a purer form of re- 
ligious worship than was .allowed to 
their choice or presented to their imi- 
tation in the Old World. The love of 
religious liberty is a stronger sentiment, 
when fully excited, than an attachment 
to civil or political freedom. ‘That free- 
dom which the conscience demands, and 
which men feel bound by their hopes of 
salvation to contend for, can hardly fail 
to be attained. Conscience, in the cause 
of religion and the worship of the Deity, 
prepares the mind to act and to suffer 
beyond almost all other causes. It 
sometimes gives an’ impulse so irresist- 
ible that no fetters of power or-of. opin- 
ion can withstand it. History instructs 
us that this love of religious liberty, a 
compound sentiment in the breast of 
man, made up of the clearest sense of 
right and the highest conviction of duty, 
is able to look the éternest despotism in 
the face, and with means apparently 
most inadéquate to shake’ principalities 
and powers. There is a boldness, a 
spirit of daring, in religious reformers, 
not to be measured by the general rules 
which control men’s purposes and ac- 
tions. If the hand of power be laid 
upon it, this only seems to augment its 
force and its elasticity, and to cause its 
action to be more formidable and terri- 
ble. Human invention has devised noth- 
ing, human. power has compassed noth- 
ing, that can forcibly restrain it when 
it breaks forth. * * * 

It is cértain that, although many of 


them were republicans in principle, we} 


have no evidence that our New England 
ancestors would have emigrated, as they 
did, from their own native country, be- 
come wanderers in Europe, and finally 
undertaken the establishment of a col- 
ony here, merely from their dislike of 
the political systems of Burope. They 
fled not so much from the civil. govern- 
ment as from the hierarchy and the 
laws which enforced conformity to the 
Church establishment. Mr. Robinson 
had left England as early as 1608 on ac- 
eount of the persecutions for non-con- 
formity, and had retired to Holland. He 
left England from no disappointed am- 
bition in affairs of State, from no re- 
grets at the want of preferment in the 
Church, nor from any motive of dis- 
tinction or of gain. Uniformity in mat- 
ters of religion was pressed with such 
extreme rigor that a voluntary. exile 
seemed the most eligible mode of es- 
caping from the penalties of non-compli- 
ance. The accession of Elizabeth had, 
it is true, quenched the fires of Smith- 
field and put an end to the easy acqui- 
sition of the crown of martyrdom. Her 
long reign had established the Reforma- 
tion, but toleration was a virtue beyond 
her conception and beyond the age. She 
left no example of it to her successor, 
and he was not of a character which 
rendered it probable that a sentiment 
either so wise or so liberal should orig- 
inate with him, At the present period 
it seems incredible that the learned, ac- 
complished, unassuming and inoffensive 
Robinson should nefther be tolerated in 
his ‘bwnh peaceable mode of worship in 
his own country nor suffered quietly to 
depart from ‘it. Yet such was the fact. 
He left his country by stealth, that he 
might elsewhere enjoy those _ rights 
which ought to belong to men iti all 











God that this spot was honored as the 
asylum of religious liberty. May its 
standard, reared hére, remain forever! 
May-it rise upas high as heaven, till its 
banner shall fan the air of both conti- 
nents and wave as a glorious ensign of 
peace and security to the nations! 

The peculiar character, condition and 
circumstances of the colonies which in- 
troduced. civilization an@d.an English 
race into New England afford a most 
interesting and extensive topic of dis- 
cussion. -On these much of our subse- 


pended, Their influence has essentially 
affected our whole history through the 
two centuries which have elapsed; and 
as they have bécome intimately con- 
nected with government, laws. .and 
property, as well as with our opinions 
on the subjects of religion and civil lib- 
erty, that influence is likely to continue 
to be felt through the centuries which 
shall succeed. * * * 

Different, indeed, most widely differ- 
ent, from all these instances of emigra- 
tion and plantation were the condition, 
the purposes and the prospects of our 
fathers when they established their in- 
fant colony upon this spot. They. came 
hither to a ‘land from which they were 
never to return. Hither they had 
brought, and here they were to fix, 
théir hopes, their attachments and their 
objects. -Some natural tears they shed 
as they left the pleasant abodes of their 
fathers, and some emotions they sup- 
presséd when the white cliffs of their 
native country, now seen for the last 
time, grew dim to.their sight. They 
were acting, however, upon a resolution 
not to be changed. With whatever stifled 
regrets, with whatever occasional hesi- 
tation, with whatever appalling appre- 


Jhensions ‘which might sometimes arise 


with force to shake thé firmest purpose, 
they had yet committed themselves to 
heaven and the elements; and a thou- 
gand leagues of watér soon interposed 
to separate them forever from the re- 
gion which gave them birth. A new 
existence awaited them here; and when 
they saw these shores, rough, cold, bar- 
barous and barren as then they were, 
they beheld their country. That mixed 
and strong feeling which we call love 
of country, and which is, in general, 
never extinguished in the heart of man, 
grasped and embraced its proper object 
here. Whatever constitutes couniry, 
except the earth and the sun, all the 
moral causes of affection and attach- 
ment, which operate upon the heart, 
they had brought with them to their new 
abode. Here were now their families 
and friends, their homes and their prop- 
erty. Before they reached the shore 
they had established the elements of a 
social system, and at a much earlier 
period had settled their forms of re- 
ligious worship. At the moment of their 
landing, therefore, they possessed insti- 
tutions of government and institutions 
of religion; and friends and families, 
and social and religious institutions, es- 
tablished by consent, founded on choice 
and preference, how nearly do these fill 
up our whole idea of country! The 
morning that beamed on the first night 
of their repose saw the Pilgrims already 
established in their country. They were 
political institutions, and civil liberty 
and religious worship. Poetry has fan- 
cied nothing in the wanderings of 
heroes so distinct and characteristic. 
Here was man, indeed, unprotected and 
unprovided for, on the shore of a 
rude and fearful wilderness; but it was 
politico, intelligent and educated man. 
Everything was civilized but. the 
physical world. Institutions containing 
in substance all that ages had done for 
human government were established in

LABOR CRISIS 





Analysis of Workers’ Strength In- 


dicates No Early Control of 
Government by Them

London, Nov. 24, 1920. 

N watching labor developments in 

England during the past six weeks 

I have been constantly impressed 

by the equanimity with which a 

most serious situation was viewed 
by the British. Troubles in Ireland and 
India, disaccord with France, muddie 
with Russia, heavy debts, huge taxes 
local and national, and declining trade, 
all capped by a threatened strike that 
might cause a paralysis of all industry, 
would strike the average American as 
combining to create a desperate situa- 
tion. But the British either do not 
have, or know how to conceal, morbid 
thoughts. When things were at their 
worst a Britisher calmly commented as 
follows: ‘‘ Generally speaking there is 
nothing essentially unsound with labor 
in Great Britain. With the disappear- 
ance of profiteering a fall in the price 
of commodities and more stabfé economic 
conditions unrest should gradually de- 
crease. Extremists are hoping to in- 
crease their ranks by the threatened 
extension of unemployment, and the best 
thing that could happen would be for 
employers and trade union leaders to co- 
operate to pilot industry through the 
troubled waters which He immediately 
ahead so that a fair course may again 
be set as speedily as possible.” 

The like calmness was encountered 
everywhere, though nobody could qtfite 
make it clear how Labor could go on 
putting wages up through the power of 
organization without destroying Britain's 
ability to compete in international trade, 
to say nothing of the effecton the home 
population through further increase 
in the cost of living. But British habits 
of thought have been formed not only 
out of phlegmatic temperament but-also 
by ingrained confidence in the strength 
and recuperative power of the country 
based on past experience. This vast em- 
pire with its interlocking political and 
business system and its varied resources 
has alwafs been able to overcome its 
difficulties. If things have gone wrong 
in certain particulars there were enough 
things going' right to maintain the mo- 
mentum which carried the country for- 
ward. There were hundreds of sources 
to supply sustenance. These historic 
conditions have authorized that sense 
of superiority which enables England to 
treat her troubles as a mere passing 
phase. But a looker-on wonders wheth- 
er the great war has not altered world 
conditions to such an extent as to make 
this attitude of mind unsafe. Would it 
not. be. better if England had worried 
just a little bit more about Ireland? Can 


she continue to ‘‘ease alon with 
Labor without incurring the r of 





losing her. place in the industrial com- 
petition? Whatever may befall, ‘‘ laissez 
faire’’ will be the British policy. Among 
all the people I have taiked to I haven’t 
found any advocate of fighting it out 
to a finish with Labor. In fact, every 
mention of a belligerent policy was re- 
ceived deprecatingly. 
The Industrial Ferment. 


Careful students of; the labor and 
trade wnion movements, and of the psy- 
chology of the workers in this country 
are convinced of two things. There will 
not within the present generation be 
any genuinely proletarian attempt at 
revolution on a grand scale, and there 
will not within the next ten years be 
a Labor Government in Great Britain. 
‘On the surface the industrial ferment 
which has been going on since the 
armistice in 1918 may appear menacing, 
but in a considerable degree unrest has 
been the outcome of the economic situa- 
tion. The cost of living has persistently 
outstripped advances of wages conceded, 
and labor has chiefly been concerned 
in maintaining a “ decent standard of 
existence.”’ Communists, ) Bolshevists 
and the entirely selfish preachers of 


syndicalism have sought to turn dis-| 


content, created by conditions which 
could scarcely have been avoided, into 
channels which might further their own 
extreme plans, but they have met with 
a very small measure of success. 

The fact which continuaHy defeats the 
agitation of extremists is that trade 
unionism is powerfully influenced by the 
innate conservatism of the British race. 
The membership and power of the trade 
unions have increased enormously in 
recent years, but the movement which 
has brought trade union organization to 
its present state of strength and ef- 
ficiency has been comparatively slow in 
growth. Even in the eighteenth century 
the Journals of the House of Com- 
mons abounded in petitions and counter- 
petitions revealing the existence of jour- 
neymen’s associations in most of the 
skilled trades. Sidney Webb has shown 
that the wide extension of the move- 
ment in the dighteenth century period 
may be inferred from the steady multi- 
plication of the acts against combina- 
tions in particular industries which. cul- 
minated in the comprehensive statute 
of 1799 forbidding all ‘ combinations 
whatsoever. ‘‘If we examine the evi- 
dence of the rise of combinations in 
particular trades,’’ Mr. Webb writes in 
“The Origins of Trade Unionism,” ‘‘ we 
see the trade union springing not from 
any particular institution, but from 
every opportunity for the meeting to- 
gether of wage-earners of the same oc- 
cupations,’’ and he cites the case of the 
rise of one of the oldest of the existing 
trade unions out of a gathering of the 
journeymen ‘to take a social pint of 


porter together.’’ 
During the first twenty-five years of 


the nineteenth century trade unions 
were regarded by the law as illegal con- 
spiracies, and any .man  assocfating 
himself with a combination of workers, 
in a trade was subject to rigorous pen- 
alties. The grounds on w repres- 
sion was introduced appear to have been 
found in the increase of trade unionism 
among workers of various kinds. Op- 
eratives’ combinations were regarded as 
being in- the nature of mutiny against |. 
their employers and masters, destructive 
of the “discipline’’ necessary to the 
expansion of trade, and interfering with 
the right of the employer to ‘‘ do what 
he Uked with his own.” Repressive 
legislation was bitterly opposed, but 
remained in full operation until 1824-25. 
Thereafter it was gradually relaxed, 
and during the Victorian period trade 
unions had a favorable opportunity to 
develop. Progress up to 1914, however, 
cannot be regatded as rapid. In that 
year the total membership of the unions 
which represented organized labor stood 
at 2,961,885 and the aggregate funds of 
the unions amounted to £3,913,253. In 
the last six years an extfaordinary ad- 
vance. has been recorded. 

According to the monthly review pub- 
lished by the Parliamentary Committee 
of the Trades Union Congress—a body 
which may be regarded as in every way 
representative—the unions affiliated with 
the congress had in August this year @ 
total membership of 6,790,662 and accu- 
mulated funds aggregating £8,713, T6T: 
These figures, suggest that organ- 
ized labor at the present moment 
constitutes, with the dependents of its 
members, at least one-third of the total 
population .of the United Kingdom. Such 
a force obedient to a single command 
might be sufficient to paralyze the com- 
munity by united action and offers a 
mighty instrument to tempt the ambi- 
tions of a dictator. The dictator has not 
arisen, arid there are no signs that trade 
unionists as a body desire his appear- 
ance or would be prepared to follow his 
leading if he could be found. The near- 
est. approach to a scheme of united ac- 
tion which has yet come to an experi- 
mental stage is the creation of the Triple 
Alliance of .miners, railway men and 
transport workers, and the partners in 
this combination have’ shown no eager- 
ness to use their full power to put pres- 
sure on the community. Since the alli- 
ance was formed there has been a na- 
tional strike of railway men, and the re- 
cent coal strike, and in neither case has 
there been sympathetic stoppage of work 
by the two partners not directly con- 
cerned in the dispute. 

Split Among Revolutionaries. 

Communism envies, hates and vilifies 
trade unionism, but may be regarded as 
more noisy than dangerous. The Brit- 
ish way of allowing agitators to blow 
off all the steam they wish works out 
well in practice. Wild words shouted 
in Hyde Park on Sunday afternoon are 
mostly lost in the air. The orators 
“have been proclaiming the ‘ Revolu- 
tion’? for years, but it is doubtful 
whether the two communist parties— 
there is a split im the revolutionary 
ranks which I will explain later on— 
can muster between them 5,000 paying 
members throughout the whole of the 
country. In South Wales and the Clyde 
district of Scotland the rank and file 
of the trade movement are extreme in 
their claims on industry and sections of 
them are in the habit of singing ‘‘ The 
Red Flag.’ at meetings and demonstra- 
tioris, but few of them are convinced 
conmimunists. 

Before dealing in greater detail with 
the activities of extremists it will be 


better to review the trade union and 
official political labor movement which

HIS is no time to be patching up 

our qational machine. What it 

needs fs to be taken apart: and 

thoroughly overhauled, and in 

the numerous bills presented or 
to be presented providing for the crea- 
tion of new departments and the sup- 
pression of others it appears that there 
is grave danger of its being tinkered 
with instead of being overhauled. 

A complete reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment is urgently necessary, and to 
be effective it should be undertaken in 
a systematic way by a joint committee 
of the House and Senate, and a.com- 
prehensive plan of the whole. organiza- 
tion should be agreed upon before the 
detailed work is begun. 

A change in the present budget pro- 
cedure does not require any new laws; 
it merely requires a ‘change in the 
House rules. The form of the budget 
likewise should be radically changed,

and this also can be done without the 
enactment of law. 

In the organization chart showing the 
Federal Government as it should be, the 
most radical change from the present 
system is the creation of a Controller 
General under the President, which in- 
volves the transfer of the present Con- 
troller of the Treasury and the various 
auditors out of the ber sie Depart- 
ment. 

Next in importance to this is the crea- 
tion of a Department of Supply, which 
shall do the purchasing and manufac- 
turing for all branches of the Govern- 
ment except the war and navy. In 
addition to these two Executive de- 
partments, which the Chief Executive 
of our Government needs efficiently to 
administer the ‘various Secretaryships, 
five new Cabinet posts, which are shown 
in the bottom line of circles, are sug- 
gested. 


The Secretary of Recreation is sug- 
gested because it seers to me that, in- 
stead of having compulsory military 
service in the United States for the pur- 
pose of increasing the physical well- 
being of our young men, it would be 
better to use a tithe of the money which 
would be required for that purpose to 


In discussing this department, a friend 
of mine suggested that what we need in 
Washington is a Secretary of Work, not 
a Secretary of Recreation. Notwith- 
standing this destructive criticism, how-

advantages would be obtained through a’ 


consolidated administration of our na- 
tional parks and the promotion of sports. 

A Secretary of Public Works has been 
advocated by practically the entire en- 
gineering profession, and the creation 
of such a department to take over all 
the engineering and construction work 
now performed by about thirty different 
bureaus and departments is practically 
assured. 

Departments of Education and Public 
Health should, in my opinion,*be like- 
wise created. When I made this recom- 
mendation to the Senate Committee on 
the Budget, Senator King stated that a 
number of Senators would very heartily 
disagree with me, and added that there 
was too much assumption now over the 
affairs of the State tn the purely domes- 
tic and internal matters of the country. I 
inferred that the creation of these two 
departments would again bring up the 
old question of State rights, but since 
the. National Government is spending 
considerable sums on educational and 
health work it is now desirable to seg- 
regate it. It is, of course, a question as 
to how much work a Government should 
undertake, but if there are any two 
functions which are vital to the upbuild- 
ing of America they are education and 
health. 

The Secretary of Territories and Colo- 
nies is recommended because there 
seems to be no good “reason why an 
army officer in the War Department 
should administer the affairs of ten mil- 


lion and a half people in Porto Rico. 
I do not know, for the moment, what 
departments administer Hawaii, Santo 
Domingo and the Panama Zone. Nica- 
ragua is included under the Secretary 
of’ Territories and Colonies because the 
reorganization of the Nicaraguan debt 
was a matter in which, I understand, our 
State Department was active, and there 
are -Amegicans now in Nicaragua ad- 
ministering the revenues for the benefit 
of the bondholders, who, I believe, re- 
port to our Government. 

Probably the most necessary thing of 
all is to have, as soon as possible, an 
accounting system modeled after that 
in general use fn corporations, and to 
make such a system effective it is my 
judgment that the creation of a Con- 
troller General as a separate» depart- 
ment of the Government is necessary. 

Those who believe that efficiency and 
economy can be secured through a 
change of budgetary system alone are 
woefully mistaken. 

Whatever form of organization is 
adopted, it is imperative that we put 
into practice at the present time some 
of the methods which are so successfully 
used in corporations. Few corporations 
are successfully conducted without 
monthly comparative cost statements. 
They are the basis for administrative 
action. The fact that modern account- 
ing methods are not in use in our Na- 
tional Government may come as a mat- 





ter of surprise, but such is a fact. 
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NDIAN signe, " as he calls them— | uall 
impalpable warnings which the 
adept can recognize—tell Bernard 
M. Baruch, former chief of the 
War Industries Board, economic 

adviser of the American peace deélega- 
tion at Paris, and before the war the 
most famous trader in the Wall Street 
stock market, that the worst of the in- 
dustrial crisis has been passed. 

Mr. Baruch, however, expressed some 
reluctance to make public his observa- 
tions, when he was asked for his opinion 
two days ago. Before agreeing to talk 
about the situation, he insisted that the 
statement be made perfectly plain that 
he was not now and had no intention 
of speculating in the stock market. He 
put it this way, formally: ‘‘ Mr. Baruch 
has no intention of. returning to busi- 
ness in any gainful capacity. He is 
interesting himself. particularly in help- 
ing to. introduce ‘more modern methods 
of marketing farm products.’ Turning 
then to the discussion of the economic 
depression, he said> 

‘You know the hunters can tell by 
the movements of the animals .more 
about approaching changes in weather 
than the most astute scientist can téll 
from, the delicate instruments invented 
by man. When the ducks start to move 
to the South, we know there ig an 
approach of Winter. When ther start 
to move to the North, it is an unfailing 
sign of coming Summer. These are 
what they call Indian signs. So there 
aré certain ‘signs’ occurring in ‘ finan- 
cial weather.” Many see the 
signs of the disappearance of some of 
the ferribly grievous conditions through 
which we are now going. 

‘The immutable, unceasing law of 
supply and demand is at work. This 
does not mean that we will have a 
sudden, but rather a gradual change to 
better conditions. This does not mean 
that there may not be a fall in some com- 
modities to adjust-themselves to the fall 
in others, but the fall in some com- 
modities and in the prices of many 
securities seems to have discounted even 
many things that will never occur. 
Doubtless further readjustments in re- 
tail prices ‘will have to be made. 

“The world was thrown out of joint 
by Germany quitting work to fight. 

“We Have Seen the Worst.” 

““Uniess we are going into the Middle 
or Dark Age of economic history, un- 
less human endeavor is going to cease, 
unless we are plunging into the social 
and business conditions of an Afghan- 
istan or a Baluchistan, I believe we have 
seen the worst. It is very interesting 
to note that the Allies are now meet- 
ing in the Brussels conference, to assess 
the bill against Germany. - It is to be 
hoped that they will be tioved both by 
feelings of humanity and by an en- 
lightened selfishness in the fixing of a 
reasonable sum, in order that the Allies 
and the Germans—the whole world—may 
be started anew on the road to work. 

“‘ Every farmer, every industrial 
worker, every business man, every 


“| banker, is going to be affected directly 


by the wisdom with which the repara- 
tion is fixed. It is unfortunate that 
America is not here to use her in- 
fluence.’’ 

Mr. Baruch’s judgment is not, how- 
ever, founded solely on an. interpreta- 
tion of intangible hunter’s warnings in 
the economic ticket. Rather, as he him- 
self said, all of his experience during a 
career of singular opportemity bulwarks 
his beliefs. For the use of members of 
the War Industries Board he mobilized 
formally last week his observations and 
his conclusions. In part he said: 

“The war clouds darken the sky no 
more, but clouds of business depression 
and stagnation obscure the gun. 

“We all remember clearly and, per 
haps, with a twinge what happened 
when the war drums began their deadly 
roll in the Summer of 1914, the panic 
and tremendous drop in prices of com- 
modities and securities; the gradual re- 
sumptfon of ‘business activity, later 
stimulated into a lively pace by the 
frantic. demands for all our goods by 
the warring nations; then how, when we, 
too, plunged into the maélstrom, supply 
was overwhelmed by demand? What 
happened then was the casual forerun- 
ner of what is transpiring now. Let us 
consider that controlling cause of our 
present woes and its unfolding; then 
let us examine the present position and 
conditions in the clear light of actuality 
rather than in the dim and confused 
light of present-day pessimism, and, 
finally, the remedy or remedies—for 
there must be always a way out.’’ 

They Rushed to Buy. 
After reviewing war-time economics 
briefly, he continued: 

‘“‘ With the signing of the armistice, 
destruetion terminated, and the stimulus 
of wholesale governmental buy with 
the treasuries of the world behind it 
ceased.

cerned, commenced in Boston. A direct 
and forcible resistance to the authority 
of James II. was the seizure and 
imprisonment of Andros in April, 
1689. The pulse of liberty beat as high 
in the extremities ag at the heart. ‘The 
vigorous feeling of the colony burst out 
before it was known how the parent 
country would finally conduct itself: 
The King’s representative, Sir Edmund 
Andros, was a prisoner in the castle at 
Boston before it was, or could be, known 
that the King himself had ceased to 
exercise. his full dominion on the 
English throne. 

Before it was known meee whether the 
“invasion of the Prince of Orange would 
or could prove successful; as soon only 
as it wad known that it had been under- 
taken, the people of Massachusetts, at 
the imiminent hazard of their lives and 
fortunés, had accomplished the revolu- 
tion’ as far as respected themselves. It 
is probable that, reasoning on general 
principles and the known attachment of 
the: English people to their Constitution 
and Hberties, and their deep and fixed 
diglike ‘of' the King’s religion and poli- 
tigs, the .people of New England ex- 
‘pected ‘a catastrophe fatal to the power 
of the. reigning Prince. Yet it was not, 
, either certain enough or near enough 
te-cometo their aid against the au- 
‘thortty of the..Crown in that crisis 
“whitch had-artived, and in which they 
trusted to put themselves, relying on 
Géa and tileir own courage. There were 
spirits in Massachusetts congenial with 
thé-spirits of the distinguished friends of 
thé revolution in England. ‘There were 
thése who were fit to associate with 
the boldest ‘asserters of civil liberty; 
and Mather himself, then in England, 
was not unworthy to be ranked with 
these sons of the church whose firmness 
and spirit in resisting kingly encroach- 
ment in religion entitled them to the 
gratitude of their own and succeeding 
ages, © ,.9 © 

In New England thé War of the Revo- 
lution, commenced. "I address those who 
remember the memorable 19th of April, 
1775; who shortly after saw the burning 
spires of Charléstown; who ‘beheld the 
deeds of Prescott, and heard the voice 
of Putnam amidst the storm of-war, and’ 
saw the ®enerous Warren. the first 


distinguished victim in the cause of ib- + 


etty. It would be superfluous to say 
that no portion of the country did more 
than the States of New England to 
bring the revolutionary struggle .to. a 
successful issue. It is scarcely lesa to 
her credit that she saw. early the ne- 
cessity of a closer union of the States 
and gave an ¢éfficient. and indispensable 
aid to the establishment and organiza- 
tion of the Federal Government. * * * 

The nature and constitution of society 
and government in this country are in- 
teresting topics to which I would de- | 
vote what remains of the time allowed’ 
to this occasion. Of our system of gov- 
ernment, the first thing to be said is 
that it ig really and practically a free 


system. It originates entirely with the| 


people and rests on no other foundation 
than their assent. To judge of its 
actual operation, it is not enough to look 


. merely at the form of its construction. 


The practical character of government 
depends often on a variety of consider- 
ations, besides the abstract frame of its 
constitutional organization. Among 
these are the condition and tenure of 
property, the laws regulating its aliena- 
tion and descent, the presence or ab- 
sence of a military power, an armed or 
unarmed yeomanry, the spirit of the 
age, and the degree,of general -intelli- 
gence. In these respects. it cannot be 
denied that the circumstances of this 
, country are most favorable. to. the hope 
of maintaining the govérnment of a 
gréat nation on principles. entirely popu- 
lar. Inthe absence of military power, 
the’ nature of government. must es- 


tributed. There is a natural influence 
belonging to property, whether: it- exists 
in many hands or few; and it ison the 
rights of property, that both despotism 
and unrestrained: popular.violence or- 
dinarily commence. their attacks. Our 
ancestors began thelt system of govern- 
ment here under a condition of compara~ 
«tive equality in régard to wealth, and 
thelr early laws were of a nature ‘to 
favor and continue this “equality. A re- 
publican form of government rests not 
more on. political constitution’ than on 
those laws which regulate the descent 
and tran of ‘property. ‘ Govern- 
ments, like ‘ours could not have been 
maintained where property was holden 
’ aecording to the principles of the feudal 
- system, nor, on the other hand,. could 
the feudal constitution possibly exist 
Our New ‘England ancestors 
Brought hither no great capitals from 
* Europe; and if they had, there was 
» nathing productive in which they could | Seeking 
, have been. invested. They left ‘behind 
~ them the whole feudal policy , sof. the 
other continent. They broke away at 
' orice ‘from the system of military service 
° established -in the dark ages, and which 
“ continues dewn even to the present time, 
more or less to affect the condition of 
property all over Europe. They came to 
ad new country. There were, as yet, 
no lands yielding rent and no tenants 
rend service, The whole. soil was 
Az unreclaimed, from barbarism. | They 
_ were themselves, either from their orig- 


& imal condition or from the necessity of 


other processes for fettering and pag 
up inheritances were not applicable to 
the condition of society and seldom made 
use.of., On? the contrary, alienation of 
the land was every way facilitated, even 
to the subjecting of it to every species, 
of debt. The establishment of.‘public 
registries and the simplicity of our forms 
of conveyance have greatly facilitated 
the change of rea} estate from one pro- 
prietoy to another.’ The consequence of 
all these causes has been a great sub- 
division of the soil and a great equality 
of condition, the true basis most cer- 
tainly of a popular government. “If 
the people,” says Harrington, ‘‘ hold 
three, parts in four of the territory, it is 
plain there can neither be any single 
Person nor nobility able to dispute the 
government with in this case, 
therefore, except be interposed, 
they govern themselves." OLR 

‘We are bound not only to maintain 
the general principles of public liberty, 
but to support also those existing forms 
of government which have so well se- 
cured its enjoyment.and so highly pro- 
moted’. the. public prosperity. It is now 
more than thirty years that these States 
have been united under the Federal 
Constitution, and whatever fortune may 
await them hereafter, it is impossible 
that this period of their history should 
not be regarded as distinguished by 
signal prosperity and success, They 
must be sanguine, indeed, who can hope 
‘for benefit from change. Whatever 
division of the public judgment may 
have existed in relation to particular 
measures of the government, all must 
agree, oné should think, in the opinion 
that in..its general course it has been 
eminently productive of public happi- 
ness. Its most ardent friends could not 
well have hoped.from it» more than it 
has accomplished; and those who dis- 
believed or doubted ought to feel less 
concern about predictions, which the 
event has not verified, than pleasure in 
the good which has ‘been obtained. 
Whoever shall: hereafter write this’ part 
of our history, although he may see oc- 
casional errors or defects, will be able 
to record no great failure in the ends 
and objects of government. Still less 
will he be able to record any series of 
lawless and despotic: acts, or any suc- 
cessful usurpation. His page will con- 
tain no exhibition of provinces Gepopu- 
lated, of civil . authority © habitually 
trampled down by military power, or of 
@ community crushed by the burden of 
taxation. He will speak, rather, of pub- 
lic liberty protected and: public happi- 
hess advanced; of increased revenue and 
population augmented beyond all ex- 
ample; of the grow of. commerce, 
manufactyres and the ;;an@ of that 
happy condition in which the restraint 
and coércion of government.are almost 
invisible and imperceptible, and its in- 
fluence felt only in the benefits which it 
confers.’ We’ can entertain no better 
wish for: our country ‘than that this 
government may be preserved; nor have 
a clearer duty thar to maintain and sup- 
port. it in the full exercise of all its 
just. constitutional powers, 

The cause of. science and: literature 
also imposes. upon us.an important and 
‘delicate trust. ' The. wealth and popula- 
tion of the country are now. so far ad- 
vanced ..as to quthorize the. expectation 
of a correct literature: and a well-formed 
taste, as well as respectable progress in 
‘the. abstruse sciences. The country has 
risen.‘ \: & state” of . colonial de- 
pendengy: = has; established an inde- 
pendent government, and-ts now in the 
undisturbed: enjoyment of peace and po- 
litical security. ‘The elements of knowl- 
edge are universally diffused, and the 
reading portion of the community large. 
Let us hope that the presént may be an 
auspicious éra of Hterature. If, almost 
on, the. day. of -their landing, our an- 
cestors founded schools and endowed 
colleges, what obligations do not rest] 
upon. us, living under circumstances od’ 
much more favorable beth for providing 
and for using the means of education?

Just. taste is not only an 
embellishment of society, but it rises al- 
most to the rank..of the virtues and dif- 
fuses positive good throughout the whole 
extent of its influence. There is a con- 
nection between right feeling and right 
principles, and truth in taste is allied 
with truth in ‘morality. With nothing in 
our past history to discourage us, and 
with something in our present condition 
and@ prospects to animate us, let us hope 
tat as it is our fortune to live in, an 
age when we may behold a wonderful 
advancement of the country in all its 
other great interests, we may see also 
equal progress and success attend the 
cause of letters. 

Finally, let us not forget the religious 
character of our origin. Our fathers 
were brought hither by their high ven- 
eration for the Christian religion. They 
journeyed by its light and labored in its 
hope. They sought to incorporate its 
principles with thé elements of their 
society..and to diffuse its influence 
through all their institutions, civil, po- 
litical, or literary. Let us cherish these 
sentiments and extend .this influence 
still more. widely, in the full conviction 
that that is the happiest society which 
partakes in the highest degree of the 
mild and peaceable spirit of Christianity. 

The hours of this day are rapidly fly- 
ing and this occasion will soon be 
passed. Neither we.nor our children can 
expect to behold its return. They are in 
the distant regions of futurity, they 
exist only in the all-creating. power of 
God, who shall stand here, a hundred 
years hence, to trace, through us, their 
deséent from the’ Pilgrims, and to sur- 
vey, as we have. now surveyed, the 
progress of their country during the 
lapse of a century.

We would leave for the consideration 
of those who shall then occupy our 
places some proof that we ‘hold the 
blessings transmitted from our fathers 
in just estimation; some proof: of our 
attachment to the cause of good govern- 
ment and of civil and religious liberty; 
some proof of a sincere and ardent de- 
sire to promote everything which may 
enlarge the understandings and improve 
the hearts of men. And when, from the 
long distance of a hundred-years, they 
shall look back upon us, they shall 
know at least that we possessed affeo- 
tions _which,’ running. backward and 
warming with gratitude for what our 
ancestors have done for our’ happiness, 
run forward also to our posterity and 
meet them with a cordial salutation ere 
yet they have arrived on the shore of 
being. 

Advance, then, ye future generations! 
We would hail you, as you rise in your 
long succession, to fill the places which 
we now fill and to taste the biessings 
of existence where we are passing, and 
soon shall have passed, our own human 
duration. We bid you welcome to 
this pleasant land of ,the fathers. 
We bid you welcéme to the health- 
ful skies and the. verdant  flelds+of- 
New England. We greet your acces- 
sion to the great inheritance which we 
have enjoyed. We welcome yéu to the 
blessings of good government and re- 
ligious liberty. We welcome you to the 
treasures of science and the delights of 
learning. We welcome you to the trans- 
Feendent sweets of domestic life, to the 
happiness of kindred and parents and 
children. We welcome you to the im- 
measurable blessings of rational exist-

MEAT FROM AUSTRALIA 





By STANLEY 8. NicHOMAsS. * 

NN the big increase in trade’ that is 
taking place between America and 
Australia since the war ceased none 
is worthy of more attention‘ than 
the development of the meat in- 

dustry. The importance of this will be 
recognized by the consumer in America 





as well as the producér in Australia 


in 1018 was $41,590,000, as against $13,- 
080,000 in 1901, which will give a fair 
idea of the increase in this industry. 
Queensland, with an area of 670,500 
square miles, is the principal .cattle 
State, though the northern territory is 
competing with it these days. The size 
of pastoral holdings largely depends on 
the situation and tenure. The policy 





when it, has.redched ‘more noticeable 
proportions. .In: fact, the. writer, who

The 
American tourist seldom visits Austra- 
lia, and our acquaintance has been 
largely limited to the pioneers of com- 
begin? enterprises of both countries 

an outlet for their goods, and 
fleparting directly their mission was ac- 
complished, and members of the theat- 
rical profession, to: whose good offices 
Australia is. particularly indebted.

I have had a good many inquiries as 
to why the lariat is not uséd more ex- 
tensiyely. The reason for this is that 
Australia’ generally is a heavily tim- 
bered*country, though we have: large 
deserts in the middle west.. Owing, in 
almost all cases in the large holdings, to 
the presence of dense strubs of low 
trees and bushes, it would be impossible 
to carry-a coiled lariat; it: would catch-| 
in the. branches. 

Cattle for sale are largely drafted 
from the. herds- on horseback, and. the 
method is termed “camp drafting ’’ or 
“ cutting out.”’ Should a’ beast become 
obstreperous or require close handling, | 
the stockman brings his horse alongside | 
the beast, leans over, seizés the tail and 
puts on an increase of speed, thus pull- 
ing the hindquarters around. and caus- 
ing the beast to cross its legs and fall. 
The horse is traimed to stop instantly; 
the man jumps off and fastens the ani- 
mal's legs with a heavy strap which he 
carrigs around his waist. 

Needless to say this operation réquires 
considerable ‘speed..in.the performance 
and dexterity in dismounting when tying 
and mounting again after releasing the

3. The establishment in particular 
works of works committees ofthe man- 
agement and thé workers.
